Kiefer, Mesa High face 
historic seasons 


When Karl Kiefer accepted his first head coaching job at Tempe 
McClintock in 1965, he had no idea he would stay in the profession for four 
decades and coach over 400 games. “When you start coaching you don’t think 
about things like that,” said the state's all-time winningest coach. “You're just 
excited to get a job. But coaching high school football is great fun, so I stayed 
with it.” Kiefer, a former all-state end at Tempe High and captain of the A-State 
Sun Devils under Frank Kush, is just three wins shy of becoming the first foot- 
ball coach (at any level) in Arizona history to win 300 games. Kiefer is 297-128-3 
at both McClintock and Mountain Pointe, with 218 wins and three 5A champi- 
onships at McClintock. He left McClintock in 1991 to take over the reins at the 
new Tempe school, where ironically he has won four state championships in 
track & field. With an abundance of returning players, the veteran coach has a 
shot at the magic 300-win plateau in September. 

“The 300 wins aren’t about me,” Kiefer told East Valley Tribune sports 
reporter Matt Simpson last fall. “They're about all the people who have helped 
since we started this thing.” 

Team-wise, Mesa High is in a similar situation. The historic Jackrabbits, one 
of the state’s legendary athletic institutions, is three wins shy of becoming the 
first Arizona school - and one of the fewest in the West - to win 600 football 
games. Since their first win in 1920, the school which produced the likes of 
Norris Steverson, Wilford “Whizzer” White, Andy Livingston and Mickey 
Hatcher, to name just a few, has won 597 games, 11 state championships, and 
15 state runnerups. To put it in proper perspective, only four high schools in 
Texas and two in California have won 600-plus football games. Historically, the 
architect of the Mesa football heritage was Steve Coutchie, later the head coach 
at Arizona State. Between 1927 and 1944, Coutchie was a front-runner for pre- 
season out-of-town camps, enabling his players to escape the hot August heat, 
and out-of-state competition. During the Great Depression, the Jackrabbits won 
over 70% of their games against teams from four different states, playing as far 
away as Port Arthur, Texas. After losing his job for striking a rowdy student, 
Coutchie turned over the reins to Edgar “Mutt” Ford, who added California 
opponents to the schedule. During the 1950s Mesa never lost a game to a West 
Coast school, and added the participation of the junior high feeder schools to 
the system. The Mesa Public School System has thrived ever since. But this year 
the purple & gold ‘Rabbits, under first-year head coach Dennis Parker, might 
have a rough go of it in September. Few starters return from a 3-7 season. 

It seems only fitting, with two landmark accomplishments on the horizon, 
that the 2004 season marks the inaugural Arizona High School Football Hall 
of Fame induction. Co-sponsored by Phoenix Metro Football Magazine and JK 
Communications, this historic first class includes one coach, a team, an official 
and 13 players, including the first 12 Arizona schoolboy products to play in the 
National Football League. “It’s great to be a part of this,” says Scottsdale busi- 
nessman Jerry Kleven, whose company will help finance duplicate plaques, 
one for each inductee and one for their school. “Very few state’s have a high 
school hall of fame for just football. Now Arizona has one. It’s amazing how 
many great players and teams have come out of this state, with its smaller popu- 
lation base.” 

R.R. “Robby” Robinson, who built once-mighty Phoenix Union into a 
power in every sport, plus his 1930 “mythical” national championship team, 
highlight the list, which includes his all-time prize pupil, Conrad Flippen, the 
1930 National Player of the Year, plus legendary sports guru Vic Housholder, 
considered the “father” of the all-state teams. The state’s first NFL product, 
Phoenix Union halfback James Oldham, a University of Arizona back who 
played with the Racine (Wis.) Tornadoes in 1926, along with the likes of Mesa 
star Norris Steverson, Tucson High tackle Earle Nolan, Phoenix Union broth- 
ers Cecil and Carl Mulleneaux, plus Tucson’s Fred Enke, Jr., the state's first 
NFL quarterback, include an impressive list of legendary Grand Canyon State 
athletes deserving Hall of Fame recognition.

PAT TILLMAN HONORED 


The Pac-10 Conference will rename its 


annual defensive player of the year award 
after former Arizona State and Arizona 
Cardinal star Pat Tillman. The popular 
linebacker was killed in action in 
Afghanistan in April as a member of the 
Army Rangers. The award will be called 
the Pat Tillman Defensive Player of the 
Year Award. The former linebacker was 
selected the league’s outstanding defen- 
sive player after the 1997 season, when 
he helped lead the Sun Devils to a 9-3 
campaign and a win over Iowa in the Sun 
Bowl. He was also a first team All- 
America selection and a first-team 
Academic All-American. 


ROUGH ROAD TRIP 

One of the finalist for the Arizona 
coach of the Year Award at the Arizona 
Interscholastic Association’s sea- 
son-ending Everyday Heroes extrava- 
ganza in Phoenix last May was Bourgade 
Catholic football coach Pat Lavin. 

Lavin, a Phoenix St. Mary’s alum who 
has coached in both the high school and 
college ranks since the late 1960s, was 
nominated not only for his coaching 
expertise, but for his courage (along with 
his team’s) under fire during a near-disas- 
trous road trip last fall to St. Johns, locat- 
ed in the White Mountains. The Golden 
Eagles were supposed to face St. Johns

in the 2A quarterfinals, but the bus over- 
turned between Show Low and Egar and 
the game was forfeited. Although several 
players suffered injuries, there were no 
fatalities. In fact, players and coaches 
from St. Johns aided their opponents, 
and some offered to let them stay in their 
homes overnight. 

“We were lucky,” said Lavin later. “It 
could have been worse. If you were to 
drive by later and see the bus, laying 
there on its side, you would have thought 
the worst. But the kids were great, help- 
ing each other. The community support, 
from the highway patrol and emergency 
vehicles, was terrific. But that was a road 
trip we'll never forget.” 


COACHING LOSSES 

The coaching fraternity took a hit this 
year with the death of two prominent 
Arizona coaches, former North Phoenix 
mentor Tom Black, and legendary foot- 
ball-basketball coach Joe Famulatte of 
the famed Phoenix Indian School. 

Black, born in Douglas, was a four- 
year letterman at both Tucson High and 
the University of Arizona, where he grad- 
uated in 1948 after military service in 
World War II. After one year as head 
coach at Casa Grande, he began a two- 
year stint at North in which he coached in 
two of the state’s more historic games; 
consecutive ties with rival Phoenix Union, 
coached by his brother, John Black. In 


1949, the Mustangs tied the Coyotes 7-7, 
before 16,000 fans at Montgomery 
Stadium in Phoenix. One year later the 
Black brothers hooked up against each 
other in another tie (20-20), before 
another throng of 16,000. 

Black’s North High teams featured the 
legendary four M's, Gene Mitchum, Ray 
Mariani, Bob Melton and Kemper Marley, 
one of the school's all-time best units. 
Besides the 1950 Thanksgiving Day tie 
with Union, the Mustangs stunned 
Southern CIF champ Compton 26-14, 
snapping the Tarbabes 14-game win 
streak, and two weeks later blitzed Santa 
Barbara 48-28. Their only loss was a 21- 
13 setback to state champ Mesa. Black 
left the coaching profession in the early 
‘50s to join the FBI as a special agent 
under J. Edgar Hoover. He was 81 when 
he died in March. 

Famulatte, a member of the Arizona 
Sports Hall of Fame, also served in 
World War II. He attended George 
Washington University, where he played 
football and baseball, and had a brief stint 
in the minor leagues. After a short coach- 
ing position at St. Johns Indian 
School near Phoenix, Famulatte began 
his legendary career at the Phoenix 
Indian School. His basketball teams, 
known for their full-court pressing defense 
and high scoring offenses, played before 
packed gyms at home and away. Because 
of a lack of size and depth, his football

teams were not as successful, playing 
larger Phoenix area schools. But his bas- 
ketball teams, led by such outstanding 
players as Joel Querta, a high school All- 
American who averaged 30 points per 
game, earned state-wide and national 
acclaim. 

The birth of numerous high schools on 
the reservations of northern Arizona 
caused the Phoenix Indian School, 
because of declining enrollment, to close. 
Famulatte taught at the Salt River Day 
School until retirement in 1981. 
Following his death at age 82, a memori- 
al gathering was held at Memorial Hall on 
the former Phoenix Indian School cam- 
pus, now called Steele Indian School 
Park. It was packed. 


MOVING TO THE PROS 

Mark Whipple, a 1975 graduate of 
Phoenix Camelback, moves from the 
head coaching job at UMass to the NFL 
as quarterbacks coach of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. Whipple was an all-state quar- 
terback at Camelback under head coach 
desse Parker, leading the Spartans to 
the 1974 state championship. He has 
been a head coach at three Eastern col- 
leges for the past 16 years. His UMass 
teams were 1-AA national champions in 
1998, and Atlantic 10 Conference 
champs in 1999 and 2003. Two recent 
standouts under Whipple have been 
Marcel Shipp, now of the Arizona 
Cardinals, and former Scottsdale Horizon 
quarterback Jeff Krohn. 


BATES FOUNDATION 

Sharon Bates is on a mission. It was 
her son, Anthony Bates, who died at 
age 20 from an undiagnosed heart condi- 
tion called Hypertrophic Cardiomyopathy 
(HCM). Anthony, a Mountain Pointe 
grad, was at the peak of his young life as 
a student-athlete at Kansas State, and 
a member of the Wildcats football team. 

“We had no warning his heart was dis- 
eased,” says Sharon, who has organized 


The Anthony Bates Foundation. 
“With detection Anthony could have had 
a full, productive life. Young athletes rep- 
resent the majority of all fatalities from 
HCM. It affects all age groups, ethnicity 
and genders.” 

According to statistics, young athletes 
represent the majority of fatalities from 
the disease because of the added physical 
exertion of the heart during exercise. One 
of every 500 people have HCM, but most 
are undiagnosed and non-symptomatic. 

The Bates Foundation is a non-profit 
organization dedicated to saving lives 
through early detection.” Echocardiogram 
Heart Screening and ECG’s are the only 
way to detect HCM,” claims Bates, whose 
mission is to encourage all high schools to 
get involved and set up screenings and 
test on an annual basis.

The changes will be few but hopefully 
productive. The offense, with talented 
quarterback Andrew Walter back for his 
senior year, will eliminate the fullback 
position and switch to a double tight end. 
The defense plans on a few changes also. 

After an impressive finish in 2002, 
highlighted by a trip to the Holiday Bowl 
in San Diego, A-State dropped to 5-7 last 
year, and an 8th place finish in the Pac- 
10. A 28-7 win over Arizona in the sea- 
son-finale didn’t seem to soothe any 
wounds. But so much for last year. 
Fourth-year head coach Dirk Koetter and 
his staff look to return to bowl form and 
prove last year was the exception, not the 
norm, for ASU’s once-proud football pro- 
gram. 

“It was very disappointing, and at this 
point you've got to learn from it and 
move on,” explains Koetter. “It doesn’t do 
any good to dwell on it.” 

The key man is Walter, who has tossed 
55 touchdown passes in three seasons. 
But he can't do it alone. His supporting 
cast looks faster and deeper than last 
year. In fact, the entire team looks faster 
and deeper. “We have a team that is 
skilled enough, and we have a team that 
is fast enough,” adds Koetter. “The ques- 
tion is are we tough enough, and are we 
competitive enough?” 

Walter has a chance to become the

most prolific passer in ASU's storied his- 
tory. He needs just 11 scoring strikes and 
1,361 yards to pass Jake Plummer's 
career marks. However, he threw for less 
yardage and fewer touchdowns last year 
than he did as a sophomore: 3,044 yards 
and 24 touchdowns vs 3,877 yards and 
28 TDs. 

Although true freshmen Max Hall and 
rudy Carpenter are highly touted new- 
comers, Walter will be backed up by 
sophomore Sam Keller and junior Chad 
Christensen. It was Christensen, who 
preped at Desert Mountain High in

Scottsdale, who started the Dun Devils 
opener two years ago at Nebraska. He 
later lost his starting job to Walter. Hall, 
from nearby Mesa Mountain View, is no 
stranger to Sun Devil Stadium. He led the 
Toros to back-to-back trips to the 5A 
finals, passing for 4,755 yards and 61 
touchdowns in the process. 

Koetter has plenty of depth and speed 
at running back, with sophomores Loren 
Wade (6-0, 212) and Randy Hill (6-2, 
208), plus juniors Hakim Hill (6-0, 219) 
and Cornell Canidate (5-9, 198). Wade 
was the leader last year, gaining 773 
yards and scoring five times. He averaged 
5.7 yards per carry and was selected to 
the Sporting News Pac-10 All- 
Freshman Team. Hakim Hill rushed for 
452 yards and three touchdowns, while 
Randy Hill gained 228 yards and scored 
once. Canidate rushed for 104 yards and 
two touchdowns but missed playing time 
with injuries. Both Randy Hill (Tempe 
McClintock) and Canidate (Phoenix 
Alhambra) were local schoolboy products,

and heavily recruited. 

This fall ASU will not run a fullback 
position. The new H-back and double- 
tight end are separate positions, but inter- 
changeable. Junior Lee Burghgraef (6-5, 
245) is the returning starter at tight end. 
He was one of the team’s best run-block- 
ers. Sophomore Jamaal Lewis (6-4, 245) 
will line up as the H-back. Redshirt fresh- 
man Kellen Mills, a walk-on from Mesa 
Mountain View, has looked impressive in 
practice. Classmate Brent Miller, a prod- 
uct of nearby Desert Vista High, missed 
last season with a knee injury, but has 
promise. So does his younger brother, 
freshman Zach, last year’s Arizona Player 
of the Year (also from Desert Vista). 
Along with Moon Valley product Andrew 
Pettes, ASU has two of the premier fresh- 
men tight ends in the Pac-10. Last year 
Pettes caught 39 passes for 627 yards 
and eight TDs. 

Last year’s biggest playmaker was 
wideout Derek Hagan, a junior from 
Palmdale, California. Many of his big 
plays were catch-and-run, turning medi- 
um-range passes into big plays with his 
speed. The preseason All-American joins 
Matt Miller, Terry Richardson and redshirt 
freshman Rudy Burgess to form a solid 
receiving corps. 

Senior Drew Hodgdon (6-3. 285), jun- 
ior Grayling Love (6-3, 297) and sopho- 
more Andrew Camahan (6-8, 297) 
anchor an experienced offensive line. 
Camahan, who started every game at left 
tackle last year, was also a member of 
Sporting News Pac-10 All-Freshman 
Team. Junior Chaz White (6-4, 304) and 
soph Stephen Berg (6-6, 319), local 
products from St. Johns and Tucson 
respectively, also have experience. 

However, for ASU to move up in the 
Pac-10 standings the defense needs to 
improve, and in a big way. The coaching 
staff is betting it will. 

The line is anchored by ends Jimmy 
Verdon, who had 44 solo tackles last 
year, Ishmael Thrower and Kyle Caldwell.

Hamilton Starts Where They Finished 


Last fall Chandler Hamilton and 
Mesa Mountain View finished the sea- 
son like they started it - against each 
other. But in the rematch, a 30T thriller 
won by Hamilton, the victor was differ- 
ent. The Huskies, playing with an inex- 
perienced quarterback in September, 
were shutout by their Mesa opponent 
15-0. But they prevailed in the rematch 
35-28, before 14,000-plus fans and a 
live TV audience at Sun Devil Stadium 
in Tempe. 

The win marked a quick rise to 
power by the young Chandler school, 
which has played in only five 5A cam- 
paigns. Since opening with an inde- 
pendent varsity schedule in 1998, the 
school which produced 2002 Bronco 
Nagurski Award winner Terrell Suggs 
(Baltimore Ravens) has won 88% of its 
games, and has never lost more than 
two contest in a season. 

This September, Hamilton head 
coach John Wrenn will win his 200th 
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high school game. He enters the upcom- 
ing campaign with a 197-44-0 record, of 
which 132 wins came in Illinois. With 
an abundance of key performers from 
last year, plus quarterback Travis Dixon, 
his Huskies start the new season where 
they left off - on top. 

But there are plenty of land mines 
on the horizon. In Mesa, schools such 
as Dobson, Westwood and Red 
Mountain, down on their luck for a cou- 
ple of years, are on an upswing. Mesa 
High, the granddaddy of them all, is 
three wins from the magic 600 mark. 
No high school in the four-corner states 
has recorded that many wins. 

At Mountain Pointe, in the Tempe 
School District, veteran coach Karl 
Kiefer is just three victories from reach- 
ing 300, another unique landmark fac- 
ing Arizona high school football this 
coming fall. 

But the game is played by the kids, 
and this year promises to be a thriller, 


thanks to an abundance of exciting run- 
ning backs. At no time in recent memo- 
ry has the Valley of the Sun produced 
as many quality runners. Potentially, 
college recruiters could find at least five 
major college running backs in Phoenix, 
excluding Maryvale’s talented Jermaine 
Williams, a 6-3, 250-pound junior. 

At the top of the list is Peoria’s elec- 
trifying Keegan Herring, winner of the 
Whizzer White Award as a junior, given 
annually to the state’s best back. 
Without starting in a single game, 
Herring gained 1,722 yards and scored 
29 touchdowns, leading a junior-laden 
Panther outfit through an 11-2 cam- 
paign and a berth in the 5A semifinals. 
In the spring, Herring ran nationally 
ranked sprint times of 10.75 and 
21.40, plus anchored Peoria’s speedy 
400-meter relay team (41.4), made up 
mostly of football players, before 
injuries and late-season suspensions 
ruined a promising track season.

At Hamilton, the defending state 
champs return five starters on both sides 
of the ball, and rate as the team to beat 
in preseason. In quarterback Travis Dixon 
(6-1, 180), head coach John Wrenn 
might have the best field general in the 
Valley. Last year he passed for 1,888 
yards and 23 touchdowns, rushed for 461 
yards, and scored seven times. He’s won 
13 games in a row. Wideout Mekel 
Wesley (5-11, 180, 4.5) is the Huskies’ 
game-breaker. In the state quarterfinals, a 
47-14 blowout of Tucson Salpointe, it 
was Wesley's 95-yard kickoff return which 
nailed the lid on the Lancers’ coffin. 
Then, during a 41-19 win over Gilbert in 
the semifinals, he recovered an offensive 
fumble for a touchdown, returned a punt 
75 yards for a score and rushed for a TD. 
Other key veterans include linemen Ryan 
Tonnemacher (6-4, 275) and Chris 
Hegge (6-4, 275), defensive backs Daniel 
Hill (6-0, 190) and Jimmy Rogers (6-0, 
185), plus linebacker Miles Posz (6-0, 
210). Senior Justin Harper sometimes 
started at cornerback. Linebacker Scott 
Campos is the long snapper. Street & 
Smith’s College Football Annual 
listed Hamilton as one of the top 25 
teams in the USA to watch this season. 
The Huskies opener is a dandy, a 
September 3rd trip to face Mountain 
View. Look for Wrenn to get his 200th 
win before October. 

Another coach with a lot of wins is 
Jesse Parker at Gilbert, where the 
Tigers return 14 starters, seven on 
defense. Parker, who has coached in both 
Arizona and Texas, has 277 wins and five 
state championships on his resume. 
Twenty lettermen from a state semifinalist 
squad return, including the Tigers biggest 
gun, 235-pound running back Bobby Ili, 
who rushed for 1,490 yards and scored 
23 touchdowns, four in a first round play- 
off win over Desert Vista. Several key 
players return, including safety Mike 
Neilson (6-3, 200), who doubles at wide 
receiver, tackle Jake Schneidmiller (6-2, 
220), the team’s long snapper who dou- 
bles at defensive end, linemen Ryan 
White and Josh Hernandez, plus corner- 
back Mark Kelly. All are seniors who 
landed votes on the all-region squad. 
Chase Bingold (6-2, 235) returns at cen-

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running game with little experience but 
plenty of heart.

some good skill people, but how quickly 
our offensive line responds will be the 
key.” The Mustangs are set at quarter- 
back. Senior Brennan Poe (6-2, 180) hit 
for 1,247 yards and 16 touchdowns dur- 
ing the regular season. He threw only 
seven interceptions. Tight end Drew 
Thurston (6-5, 220) and wideout Vance 
Beach (5-10, 170) are good targets. 
Beach and junior Marcus Richmond (6-2, 
205), who plays at running back and safe- 
ty, are two of the fastest players on the 
team. James Bojorquez was a second 
team all-region defensive back. Josh Roth 
was an honorable mention pick at wide 
receiver. Brenton Good (6-3, 260) looks 
like the best lineman. 

Another school with good skill position 
players is Westwood, coached by Roger 
Suchomel. Close to 20 underclassmen 
logged playing time, and one dozen 
starters return. Three-way threat 
Channing Trotter has transferred to Red 
Mountain, but the Warriors key per- 
former, quarterback Brice Wilkins, is 
back. The 6-1, 180-pound junior passed 
and ran the young Warriors to six wins by 
completing 59% of his throws for 1,099 
yards and 12 touchdowns. His lone pass 
interception was the least among starting 
5A quarterbacks. Guard Bryce Clark (5- 
10, 180) and tight end Cody Norberg (6- 
2, 215), along with linebacker Ryan 
Colbert (5-10, 195), are quality players at 
key positions. Junior back Jay Leal (5-11, 
180) managed 435 yards on 63 carries 
before an injury stopped him. Luke 
daicks, Zach Dutra, Tate Bills and Kyle 
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Hargrave were underclassmen who 
logged valuable playing time. 

Last year Red Mountain put points 
on the board, but gave up too many and 
finished 7-5. Still, that mark got them two 
rounds into the playoffs.

Westwood, the versatile Trotter amassed 
247 yards rushing and receiving and 
scored three TDs while pacing the 
Warriors to a 31-28 win over Jim Jones’ 
Red Mountain club. Trotter tallied the 
game-winner on a 67-yard pass reception 
with just over a minute to go. During the 
season he rushed for 664 yards, caught 
33 passes for 532 yards, and scored 21 
touchdowns. He was also the most dan- 
gerous kick returner in the East Valley. 
With the addition of Trotter, Jones has 30 
returning players to work with. The play- 
offs are in reach. 

More than ever before, graduation 
almost completely cleaned out the starting 
lineup at Mountain View. Excluding 
punter Tate Ash (38.7) and place kicker 
Kenny Golladay (59 PATs), the Toros 
return only one key starter, center Dusty 
Jones. The 6-1, 270-pound Jones, one 
of the best at his position in the Valley, is 
about all that’s left of a near-perfect unit 
which almost won back-to-back 5A state 
crowns. A three-overtime loss to 
Chandler Hamilton in the state finals 
ended a 27-game win streak. Still, Tom 
Joseph has just enough returners to make 
it interesting, starting with halfback Mike 
Para, receiver Stetson Banks, and defen- 
sive lineman Garrett Greenhalgh. Fill that 
in with players from a JV unit which won 
seven games, plus the district's superior 
junior high feeder system, and Mountain 
View could make the playoffs for the 
20th year in a row. 

Mesa is the district's lone school with 
a new coach. Dennis Parker, younger 
brother of Gilbert mentor Jesse Parker, 
brings 27 years of coaching experience at 
the high school and college levels in 
Texas and Missouri to the city’s oldest 
school. The Jackrabbits won only three 
games last year, but are just three wins 
shy of winning 600, most ever in the 
four-corner states. The new coach will 
have four offensive and four defensive 
starters to work with, including three hon- 
orable mention all-region picks. Wide 
receiver/defensive back Taylor Ayers (6-3, 


190), who also played quarterback, joins 
tackle Erick Rivera (6-2, 215) and two- 
way back Dan Parker (5-9, 165) as key 
performers going into the school’s 85th 
campaign. Frankie Hoffman could start at 
quarterback, with wideout Kason Ashe 
and tight end Nathan Cook quality 
receivers. Ashe started in the secondary 
and Cook started at linebacker, so two- 
way performers in Parker's first year are 
a necessity. At different times, Brandon 
Thompson, Anthony Canez, Duan 
Gilliam, Sam Ashby, Seth Dezentje, 
Roland Mills, Jeff Garner, Jared Sitani 
and Pat Hagerman started or played a 
lot. The famed ‘Rabbits will have their 
hands full again in their opener, an early 
September clash with Peoria. 

Young Skyline will be looking for its 
first winning season with 20 returning let- 
termen, better size than normal, and a 
solid kicking game. Junior Derek Smith 
booted three field goals in a win over 
Phoenix Central, and has two years left to 
split the uprights. Defensive back Chris 
Carrasco (5-8, 150) and offensive line- 
man Trevor Keeling (5-10, 200) were 
honorable mention all-region picks. Britt 
Goodman, Ryan Matthews, Tyler Tryon, 
Aaron Hicks, Chris Rollins and Jeff 
Turner started at one time or another. Big 
bodies Brandon Hester (6-3, 290) and 
Travis Wideman (6-3, 275) give the 
Coyotes size and depth. 

Last year was a challenging season 
for Yuma Cibola, as the Raiders won 
only once. Since only nine letter winners 
return, so the upcoming campaign looks 
bleak also. Coach Lucky Arvizo is banking 
on five key seniors: linebacker Brett Klee, 
cornerback Adrian Preciado, free safety 
Hunter Coll, defensive end Spencer 
Taylor and guard Sal Ruvalcaba to slow 
down the high octane offenses in the East 
Valley. But all five will be forced to go 
both ways.

Tight 
end Dennis Hilburn (6-1, 215) averaged 
11.9 yards per reception, and doubles at 
defensive end, where he recorded 24 
unassisted tackles. All-region tackle 
Shawn Byrnes (6-4, 295) and teammate 
Andy Morrison (6-1, 230) are a solid 
blocking force. At one time or another, 
wideout Andrew Leahy, safety Brandon 
Ponce and center Chris Hazelwood start- 
ed. Big Kyle Tilford (6-2, 285) saw action 
as a sophomore. “This is our best senior 
class in five years,” claims Donnie Yantis. 
“The kids are working extremely hard. It 
would be great to advance farther than 
the quarterfinals.” 

A senior-dominated Brophy Prep 
club reached the playoffs, but dropped a 
first round decision to Tucson Salpointe, 
41-14. Second year coach Jeff Kearin 
returns 22 letter winners, but only three 
started on offense. The key player looks 
like running back Markel DeVorce (5-10, 
190), who got more attention at line- 
backer, but managed 4.2 yards per carry 
when given the ball. Two other defenders,

Bayham, started. Both are also good pass 
catchers. Help is on its way from a near- 
perfect 8-1 junior varsity. 

After a three year absence, Pat Farrell 
is back at St. Mary’s, where he led the 
Knights to a 209-69-2 record and four 
state championships. Defense is a con- 
cern, with only three returning starters. 
Safety John Means (6-2, 185) and line- 
backer Keaton Kristick (6-2, 220) will 
need some help. Means doubles at wide 
receiver, while Kristick plays running 
back. Juan Rosales (6-6, 250) doubles at 
tight end/defensive end, and handles the 
punting. He’s a good one. Dante 
Johnson (5-10, 165) is the quarterback, 
with speedy Tyler Johnson (5-9, 160) his 
best deep threat. “The kids won their last 
two region games,” adds Farrell. “We 
hope to carry that same attitude forward.” 

Four key players, all three- year 
starters, hope to mix well with a young 
lineup at North Canyon. It’s no surprise 
that the Rattlers’ best players are quarter- 
back Andra Rogers (6-0, 175), fullback 
John Warren (6-0, 205), center Nick 
Sundberg (6-2, 250) and tackle Collin 
Boulay (6-1, 250), a second team all- 
region pick. Rogers was an honorable 
mention selection. Except for two-way 
end Carson Wheet (6-1, 185) and tackle 
Marco Stalteri (6-1, 240), the remaining 
key players are juniors, like halfback 
Sherrod Austin, linebacker Anthony 
Llanos and fullback John Delorenzo. 
Llanos started at middle linebacker as a 
sophomore. “We lost a good group of 
seniors,” says second year coach Brian 
Cole. “We will be young but hopefully 
competitive.” 

John Burke, a former head coach at 
Phoenix Goldwater, takes over at Desert 
Mountain, where the Wolves look for 
their first region win in four years. 
Graduation cleaned out most of the start- 
ing lineup, with only four regulars back 
on both sides of the ball. Although most 
positions are up for grabs, its no mystery 
who will start at center. Tyler Nelson, a 6- 
2, 255-pounder, was the region's best as 
a junior. Running back Vince Rana (5-10, 
175) was a second team all-region pick. 
Newcomer Jonathan Jones, a transfer 
from Chaparral, might help. Burke's staff 
looks solid at linebacker, with Chad 
Barnes (6-2, 230) and junior Luke Semler 
(6-2, 190) penciled in as starters. Garrett 
Stretton (6-2, 220), like center Nelson, is 
a good two-way lineman. Matt Torkelson, 
who also plays linebacker, has a shot at 
quarterback. Last year Joel Nathanson 
handled the kicking. Incoming junior tack- 


le Jake Gendreau played on the varsity at 
300-pounds. “After spring ball I'm excited 
about the size and attitude of our return- 
ing players,” claims Burke. 

Most of the starting lineup at 
Horizon picked up diplomas, and head 
coach Mike Brown left to take a head job 
in California. Steve Casey, who spent the 
last six years at Yuma Kofa, succeeds 
Brown, and will have lots of new faces to 
work with. Still, several key veterans 
return, including all-region lineman David 
Bertrand (6-2, 275), and junior kicker 
Stefan Demos (5-8, 170), one of the 
Valley's best.

Mountain Ridge, coached by Steve 
Belles, played 11 games and lost only 
once, a first-round heartbreaker to Mesa 
Red Mountain, 21-7. “Except for the last 
two hours it was a great season,” says 
Belles, a former all-state quarterback at 
Phoenix St. Mary’s. “If this group of sen- 
iors bonds together it may be a great year 
for the westside.” Nine starters on offense 
return, including the league’s offensive 
player of the year, halfback Tim Hamm. 
With 4.6 speed, the gutty two-way player, 
who also plays linebacker, averaged 9.6 
yards per carry, gained 900 yards and 
scored 11 touchdowns. He averaged 23.7 
yards on 20 receptions and scored four 
more times. With Hamm and tight end 
Nick Covey (6-4, 220) in the lineup, The 
Ridge has two of the better players in the 
Valley. Covey, an all-region pick at two 
positions, averaged 19.2 yards on 17 
receptions for 326 yards and three 
scores. He can start at linebacker and 
handles the punting, averaging 43.5 yards 
per boot. Along with Hamm and Covey, 
safety Austin Martin, back Nick Bell, and 
guard Brad Gual have been on the varsity 
since their sophomore year. The hard- 
running Bell plowed his way through 
enemy lines for 7.1 yards per carry and 
443 yards. Center Adam Smith (6-0, 
228) anchors a solid, experienced line, 
which includes Ben Ortega, Trevor 
Young, Brad Yost, Dan McKee and 
Spencer Ast, the only junior. Defensively,

Mary’s. The Broncos, which once 
closed in 1935, reopened in the 
early 1950s and switched to red. 
COLLEGE STARS: Former Arizona 
State wide receiver Shaun 
McDonald, an all-Pac-10 selec- 
tion in 2002, was a former sprint 
champion at Shadow Mountain, 
which recently left the Desert 
Valley Region and joined the 4A 
Wells Fargo, Today McDonald 
plays for the St. Louis Rams. 
RECENT PROS: Besides McDonald, 
recent Arizona Cardinals tight 
end Steve Bush is from Paradise 
Valley. The 1993 Outland Trophy 
Winner, Rob Waldrop, a Kansas 
City Chiefs draft pick, was from 
Horizon, along with tackle Ty 
Parten, another Chief. Guard 
Mike Malano (Minnesota Vikings), 
and recent Denver Broncos 
backup @B Jeff Lewis are also 
Horizon grads.

region title game in November. Coach 
Tom Bruney returns eight offensive 
starters, including talented junior Jermaine 
Williams, a 6-3, 250-pound running back. 


Williams, with 4.6 speed, also earned 
all-region honors at linebacker. Jose 
Gutierrez (6-0, 200) steps in at quar- 
terback for the second year, and plays 
a solid free safety. Phillip Benney (5- 
10, 185), an all-region wide receiver, 
is one of the the quickest Panthers 
with 4.5 speed. The two quickest are 
backs Ronald Huckaby and Brantwon 
Bowser, both 4.4 burners. Alonzo 
Akins (6-1, 215) is a strong defensive 
end. Ronnie Council, Casey Waldron 
and Juan Cruz start on the line. Junior 
Robert Allen is a small, speedy slot- 
back. 

Seven starters on both offense and 
defense is good news at Trevor 
Brown. The young Bruins, coached 
by Phil Wooley, batted .500 with an 
inexperienced lineup. Best bet for 
postseason honors are tailback Sean 
Jones, a 5-9, 190-pounder with 4.5 
speed, and guard Josh Manche (6-3, 
220). Good skill position players and 
big, strong linemen dot the roster. 
Quarterback Daniel Gonzales and tight 
end Eddie Hernandez are a solid pass- 
catch combo. Fullback Marcus 
Damper and wide receiver Danmark 
Kortsen add speed to the offense. Up 
front, the Bruins have plenty of size 
with Cleatus Peake (6-4, 305), 
Shelton Smith (6-4, 270), Stephan 
Browning (6-2, 230), Calon Childress 
(5-10, 215), Jose Flores (5-10, 205) 
and Philip Quintella (5-10, 200), a 
junior center. Junior Jimmy Reynolds 
(5-10, 215) is a top-notch linebacker. 


Look for Kyle Smith, Rick Timney and 
Lamar White in the secondary. 

Goldwater, under third-year coach 
Dan Friedman, continues to improve, and 
had a big win against unbeaten and state- 
ranked Phoenix Alhambra last year. Seven 
defensive regulars return, including line- 
backer/tight end Matt Loewen (6-3, 225), 
one of the Bulldogs’ best players. In fact, 
with Loewen, Justin Conn and Jim 
Chesnik on the field, Friedman's club is 
solid at linebacker. Chesnik is also the cen- 
ter. Ken Easter and junior Brian Harvey 
will battle at quarterback. If Harvey wins 
out, Easter can move to running back. He 
also starts in the secondary. On the line 
the ‘Dogs have a potential standout in 
tackle Robert Irwin, a 6-8, 340-pound 
two-way tackle, along with teammate 
Brandon Ford (6-3, 225), another two-way 
performer. Backs Dan Bayus, Cole Roler 
and Scott Gilbert could see duty on both 
sides of the ball. 

With 14 returning starters, eight on 
defense, Deer Valley looks committed to 
turning the tables. The key defensive play- 
er appears to be tackle Ed Craft (5-11, 
240), an all-region choice who recorded 
38 solo tackles. Jason Thier (6-0, 215), 
Bryce Finley (5-11, 205) and junior Guy 
Mauro (5-10, 200) form a solid crew at 
linebacker. With 4.6 speed, safety Matt 
Corven is the quickest member of the 
Skyhawks’ young secondary. He’s just a 
junior. So is little wideout Tony Paul, who 
caught 25 passes for 430 yards and two 
touchdowns. Overall, head coach Sven 
Christianson has 18 letter winners to 
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work with, plus a good group from a 5-3-1 
JV unit. 

Hit hard by graduation, Alhambra 
returns only eight lettermen, the least 
among 5A schools in the region. Four 
starters on each side of the ball are back, 
including safety Phillip Cochran (6-0, 185), 
a 4.5 speedster with good range. In front 
of him are three solid defensive linemen: 
Andrew Rivas, lan Brown and junior 
Gilberto Lopez. Whoever starts at quarter- 
back will find 6-4, 220-pound tight end 
Jonathan Clark a good target. Walt 
Martinez and Chet Kyman should start on 
the offensive line, with Jorrel Ortiz and 
Alvincent Mansfield good skill position 
players. The Lions won seven games for 
the first time in 18 years, started 6-0 and 
made the playoffs. “We hope to continue 
our progress,” says head coach Frank 
Lautt. “Leadership by our seniors will 
determine our season.”

When it’s speed in 5A football these 
days, it resides at Peoria, home of the 
Panthers. Last year Doug Clapp’s 18th 
edition at the westside school won 11 of 
13 games and reached the semifinals, 
where Mountain View put an end to the 
ride, 35-8. Since moving up to 5A in 
1999, Clapp’s teams have had a better 
winning percentage (.776) than they did in 
4A (.768). The only item missing is a state 
championship. “Where we have a problem 
late in the playoffs is in the line,” says the 
veteran coach, who seldom has players 
playing both ways. “We have always been 
competitive at the skill positions.” And this 
year is not exception. With three-fourth of 
the state’s fastest 400 meter relay team 
(41.4) in Peoria’s backfield, points could 
come in bunches. The big threat is tailback 
Keegan Herring (5-10, 185), the state’s 
fastest (and arguably best) player. Last fall 
Herring didn’t play in the Panthers’ open- 
ing win over Mesa, and did not start in 
one single game after that. Yet he touched 
the ball enough times to gain 1,722 yards 
and score 29 touchdowns - the most in 
Arizona 5A history by a junior. His 4.35 
forty speed helped him average 34.9 yards 
per carry, a slight edge over teammate 
Marcus Turner (5-8, 175), an all-state kick 
returner who averaged 34.2 yards on kick- 
offs. Kicking to Peoria after a score is 


almost suicide. Turner, leadoff man on the 
Panthers’ sprint relay team, gained 1,172 
yards on 128 carries (9.2) and scored 14 
rushing touchdowns. His other scores 
came on returns. Then there’s quarterback 
Carlos Miranda, a three-year starter. In 
Peoria’s run-oriented offense he managed 
to complete 50% of his passes for 680 
yards and six touchdowns. Entering the 
2004 campaign, Peoria returns 3,574 
yards of offense with just three players. 
Miranda, with a 37.1 average, handles the 
punting. Not to be overlooked is wideout 
Clarence Wise (6-0, 185), who averaged 
15 yards per reception on 23 catches and 
scored twice. But the key players will be 
up front, plus an improved defensive unit. 
Big Michael Piper (6-0, 325) starts at cen- 
ter, and Jacob Accord (6-2, 294) returns 
at a tackle. Brandt Workman (5-11, 210) 
can play guard or tackle. The rest of the 
regulars reside on the defensive side of the 
ball, starting with all-region end Jake 
Robinson (6-7, 207), a potential all-state 
candidate. He recorded seven sacks and 
recovered three fumbles. Alfonso 
Hampton (5-11, 215), Kendahl Chambers 
(5-11, 289) and Ruben Munoz (6-2, 335) 
could start on the line. Marcus Rodrigues 
(5-11, 187) and Alex Harrod (6-0, 210) 
are veteran linebackers. T.J. Jones, Richey 
Gahagon and Tyler Williams are penciled 
into the secondary. Williams started. “This 
year's pre-league schedule will once again 
be tough,” adds Clapp, whose only losses 
were to the state finalist teams. “Add in 
the fact that we will face a bunch of new 
head coaches, and it adds to the intrigue.” 

Sunrise Mountain, relatively new to 
this league, gets better each year. In every 
sport. “Our goal is to be more competitive 
every week,” says second-year coach Will 
Babb, who greets 20 lettermen from a 6- 
4 club. Best bet for post-season honors 
belong to two-way lineman Ryan Potter 
(6-2, 235), who can also play linebacker, 
and junior wideout/kicker Curt Sweeney 
(5-9, 160), who booted four field goals 
against Tolleson last year. Ryan Combs 
returns at tight end to give quarterback 
newcomer Dante Beltramo two good tar- 
gets. Halfback Dustin Gronski, who played 
varsity ball as a freshman, starts on both 
sides of the ball. Johnny Maratinez joins 
him at running back. Josh Manning looks 
like the best offensive lineman. 
Defensively, Jacob Nicol is a solid down 
lineman, while Cameron Davis and Brent 
Seno are agile linebackers. 

Westview, in Jeff Bowen's first year 
at the helm, finished strong, winning five 
of its last six games. Always stocked with 
good skill players, this year’s strength is in 
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METRO REGION NOTEBOOK 
The most historic region - but not 
recently the most successful - is 
the Metro. No league has sent 
as many players into the college 
and professional ranks as the 
Phoenix Union District, which 
now has schools playing in two 
regions: 5A Metro & 5A 
Northwest. However, the state 
championship throne has elud- 
ed the district since 1981. Since 
the present playoff format was 
established in 1959, South 
Mountain (1959), Central (1969 
& 1972), Camelback (1974) and 
Trevor Browne (1981) have won 
state crowns, South Mountain 
played in the 1993 finals. 
COACHING: No coach in the 
district has more than 10 years 
as the head man. The leader is 
Tom Brueny at Maryvale (10). 
The record for wins belongs to 
former Trevor Browne coach Bill 
Mitton, who won 206 games in 
29 years with the Bruins, and 
coached in three consecutive 
state championship games. 
TRIVIA: Between 1913 and 1955, 
Phoenix Union, which closed in 
1982, won 25 state football 
championships, a national 
record at the time. In 
September of 1963, the district 
reported the school’s enrollment 
at 6,320 students, a state 
record-high to this date. The 
school was located at 7th Street

Hundreds, but the most recent is 
St. Louis Rams rookie safety 
Jason Shivers, out of South 
Mountain High and Arizona

Other key 
figures who saw considerable playing time 
include fullback Steve Mitchem (5-10, 
220), guard Ivan Diaz (5-9, 205), and tack- 
le Carlos Hererra (6-1, 265) on offense:

Ironwood, fresh off a state finalist 
appearance, finished 3-7 under first-year 
mentor Larry Allen.

But several of 
those young players stepped up, including 
junior tailback Skyler Hagg (5-10, 160), 
wide receiver Chris Baker (5-11, 170) and 
defensive linemen Andrew Dela Torre (6-0, 
215).

The underclassmen ranks produced 
several big bodies as well, including James 
Castillo (6-2, 288), Ramon Cordova (6-3, 
250), Bryce Wilson (6-2, 270), and Dillon 
Suber (6-1, 280), to name a few.

No team in the Metro Region returns 
as many starters or all-region picks as 
Cesar Chavez, located in southwest 
Phoenix. The Pegasus broke even in its 
third varsity season and look for a playoff 
spot. Included in last year’s season was a 
12-7 win over rival South Mountain, the 
league champions, plus a 20-14 
September upset of Mesa. Twenty varsity 
lettermen return, including six strong can- 


didates for post-season honors. 
Cornerback Jamar Howard (5-6, 145), 
place kicker Freddy Valladolid (5-10, 
175), safety John Holden (5-10, 170), 
linebacker Juron Greer (6-1, 200), tackle 
Isaiah Stell (5-11, 265) and corner Jorge 
Ponce (5-9, 175) give this club an edge in 
their league. The season-opener at state- 
ranked Paradise Valley will be a good test. 

Camelback’s back-to-back 9-win 
seasons and two-year grip on the region 
crown ended with a 5-5 record. Coach 
Daryl Phillips returns 18 regulars, includ- 
ing seven offensive stalwarts, starting with 
veteran quarterback Brandon Whitby (6-2, 
170), a two-year starter. Wide Receiver 
Michael Avila returns as well, along with 
linemen Rodney Reagan, Daniel Harlin, a 
6-2, 225-pound junior, and Francisco 
Valdez, an honorable mention selection as 
a 245-pound sophomore. Defensively, 
Antwon Freeney, with 4.6 speed, earned 
post-season honors at linebacker. The 
Spartans’ opener at Deer Valley, followed 
by a home game with Brophy Prep, are 
good tests. 

Region champion South Mountain 
found its trip to the playoffs short-lived, 
but at least they made it. More teams 
don’t than do. Third-year coach Perry 
Coggin graduated 90% of his offense, 
and almost the entire defense. “We basi- 
cally return no experience,” claims 
Coggin. “Lots of young players will have 
to play early and take their lumps.” All- 
district kicker Edson Reymundo, who 
missed only one extra point and made 
four of seven field goals, returns. His 
longest covered 47 and 42 yards. So 
does Jalil Brown, a junior but a key player 
because he plays both defensive end and 
quarterback. Wide receiver Abdul Howard 
and two-way tackle Christian Lopez (6-0, 
295) are good bets for post-season hon- 
ors. Howard might be the Jaguars’ best 
player. Look for Carlos Perez at tight end 
and Chris Smith at guard, in spite of his 
lack of size at 5-9 and 170-pounds. 

Improvement is the name of the game 
at North, where the Mustangs finished 2- 
8 in Stuart Goldstein’s first year at the 
school. “We spent most of the time just 
teaching the basic fundamentals of the 
game,” says the head coach. Goldstein 
and his staff have a good athlete return- 
ing at quarterback, 6-3, 180-pound senior 
Eric Perry, who doubles at safety. But 
that indicates some of the problem. 
Because of a lack of depth, almost every 
key player is asked to play both ways. 
Wide receiver Jamon Erby-Bell (5-10, 
170) doubles at cornerback, tight end 
Evan Rozell (6-2, 240) can play fullback

and defensive tackle, if called upon, and 
Josh Chapman will be asked to help out 
at three different positions, fullback, 
defensive end or linebacker. Rozell was an 
all-region selection at Scottsdale Saguaro, 
Goldstein's previous school. Joseph 
DeLaCruz will be asked to go both ways 
in the middle of the line. Overall, only 14 
varsity players return, and the incoming 
juniors won only three JV games. 

Central finished on a sour note, 
dropping the season finale to region 
champ Cesar Chavez, 52-12. Shoring up 
the defense is the main goal and the 
coaches feel they have players to do it, 
with the return of defensive end Chris 
Rodgers (6-5, 225) and safety Daniel 
Lugo (5-11, 190), two key regulars. Jacob 
Kyzer (5-10, 160) joins Lugo in the sec- 
ondary, so the defense of the air game 
looks solid. But stopping the run and 
scoring points have been a problem. Last 
year the Bobcats averaged less than two 
touchdowns per game. Halfbacks Josh 
Dennis and James Saucedo, along with 
tackle Mike Sneed, were starters. 

It was a long season for Carl 
Hayden, were the Falcons gave up 31 
points per game and were winless. Only 
24 varsity players suited up and just half 
return. Two key players, seniors Albert 
Alvarez (5-6, 150) and Andre Anderson 
(6-1, 175), are back, and both play multi- 
ple positions. Besides doubling at full- 
back/linebacker, Alvarez handles the kick- 
ing. The same goes for Anderson, who 
starts at wide receiver and cornerback. If 
Antwain Miller, Anthony Aguilar and 
Armando Garcia improve in the off-sea- 
son, the Falcons will have several 270- 
pounders suited up.

Centennial Will Run with Longbons 


No championship race in recent 
years has been more unpredictable than 
Class 4A. In fact, in the past four years, 
two of the biggest upsets in recent his- 
tory have involved 4A teams, and both 
contests involved Tucson Sunnyside. In 
2001, a terrific Saguaro squad, 
arguably as good as any team in 5A, 
was knocked cold in the semifinals by 
Sunnyside, 23-21. The same Sunnyside 
team which Saguaro clobbered 26-7 in 
early September. One week later the 
Blue Devils belted Phoenix Greenway 
28-6 in the 4A finals. On national letter 
of intent date, Saguaro had three major 
college football signees. 

Two years later top-ranked 
Scottsdale Chaparral, the highest scor- 
ing 4A team in Arizona history, was 
knocked out of the finals by - you 
guessed it - Tucson Sunnyside. The 
same Sunnyside club which dropped an 
earlier game to chaparral, 41-14. The 
16-7 semifinal win by the Blue Devils 
vaulted the Tucson school into the 


finals against Cactus. Sunnyside pre- 
vailed 21-13. 

With 16 starters returning, the Blue 
Devils, coached by Richard Sanchez, 
will enter the ‘04 campaign as the team 
to beat in 4A. But the changing land- 
scape of 4A football in Phoenix makes 
the matchups less predictable. The 
incredible growth on the westside of the 
Valley of the Sun is starting to effect 
the outcome of high school sports. 
Within three years, the number of 
schools west of Central Avenue will 
catch - or surpass - the total on the east. 
Throughout the Valley, schools which 
didn’t exist 10 years ago have become 
contenders. 

In 4A, the early pick in Maricopa 
County is Centennial, coached by 
Richard Taylor. Last fall the Coyotes 
missed a semifinal spot by one touch- 
down, dropping a 35-28 rematch to 
Glendale Cactus. Rematches can be 
murder. Just ask Saguaro, Chaparral, 
or the Arizona Rattlers. 


Centennial’s big gun is tailback Terry 
Longbons, possibly the best back in 4A 
competition. Last fall Longbons gained 
a school record 2,053 of his team’s 
5,053 yards and scored 27 touch- 
downs. Twenty-four players, including 
seven starters on offense and six on 
defense, give Centennial an early edge. 
And last year’s 10-2 club will be backed 
up by an unbeaten (9-0) junior varsity. 
Depth appears to be a strength. This 
will be the 13th varsity season at the 
Peoria school. It has the potential to be 
the best. 

But look for schools like 
Thunderbird, Goodyear Millennium and 
Moon Valley, which returns quarterback 
Brian Wriston, to try and ruin it. At 
T bird, veteran coach Gary Mauldin 
returns running back/safety/kick return 
artist Sean Morris, one of the Valley's 
best players. Millennium is just one of a 
long list of new schools on the westside, 
of which half-a-dozen will be playing 
varsity football for the first time soon.

Last year Centennial’s young varsity 
won 10 of 12 games and came within 
one touchdown of the semifinals. Richard 
Taylor's running game centers around the 
league's best back, senior Terry 
Longbons. The 6-0, 212-pound tailback, 
with 4.5 speed, rushed for 2,053 yards 
on 227 carries and scored 27 touch- 
downs. He averaged 9.0 yards per carry, 
best in the Wells Fargo. Experience at 
quarterback is in his favor. Signal caller 
Joe Caskey (6-0, 165) is back for his sen- 
ior year. He guided the Coyotes two 
rounds into the playoffs by hitting 79 of 
137 passes (58%) for 1,422 yards and 15 
scores. Big Jordon Lowe (6-5, 303), a 
good prospect on the offensive line, has 
lots of friends to help protect Longbons 
and Caskey, including Bobby Torres (6-3, 
300), Daniel Henson (6-5, 270) and 
Humberto Valdez (6-2, 270). Tight end 
Junior Hackworth (6-0, 183) caught only 
five passes, but averaged 20.2 yards per 
catch. Senior Danny Sutton also saw 
action at tight end. Defensively, Tanner 
Highlen (6-2, 270) is a stalwart on the 
line. If defense wins championships, 
Highlen and six teammates, linebackers 
Ryan Coulter, Alex Rodriguez and Tanner 
Bloomquist, cornerback Matt Keith, safety 
Drew Leeper, and defensive end Kellen 
Orta, are key figures. Junior Ryan Aird 
kicked 38 extra points and a field goal. 
Young halfback Timmy House could see 
action as a backup to Longbons, or join 
him in the backfield. 

Newcomer Pinnacle, coached by 
Dana Zupke, had a breakout year with six 
wins and has its sights set on a playoff 
ticket. Although the Pioneers are young, 
enough good, strong athletes at key posi- 
tions give them an edge. With halfback 
Cyrus Igono (5-10, 200) and fullback 
Ryan Aukema (6-0, 200) back, plus 
Jeremy Alexander (6-6, 300) and Jaron 
Bree (6-2, 240) blocking, the running 
game looks strong. Junior Garrett Redd 
(6-0, 180) gets the call at quarterback. He 
also plays safety. Another junior, 
guard/linebacker Zac Gibson (6-0, 210), 
is also a key. Overall, 14 regulars return, 
and the JV squad had a winning season. 
“We will be young,” warns Zupke, as his 
team prepares for its fifth varsity season.

Shadow Mountain, in its first year 
in 4A, won twice as many games as in 
the previous year. Head coach Tom Wood 
hopes the trend continues. Although only 
10 regulars return, the Matadors have 
enough good players at key positions to 
make it happen. At the top of the depth 
chart is two all-region selections, line- 
backer Derrick Hannifin and guard Garret 
Stafford, both 6-1, 210-pound seniors. 
Hannifin is the Matadors’ fullback, while 
Stafford is a solid defensive tackle. Safety 
dim Wren, nose tackle Matt Jahnke, 
defensive end Charlie Lozier, safety R.J. 
Mann and linebacker Matt LeBlanc form 
a better than normal defensive unit. 
Jahnke is the team’s center. Big Sam 
Cassel (6-1, 205) could start at quarter- 
back. But he’s just a junior. Austin Glenn, 
Mitch Farney, Brandon Gray and Jackson 
McMeans are skill position players the 
coaching staff hopes will mold into a solid 
offensive unit. 

It was a great three-month run at 
Cactus. The Cobras lost only twice, 35-

“We lost a lot of people who played 
hard,” says Larry Fetkenhier, who is just 
one win shy of 200 for his career. “It’s 
someone else’s turn now.” Although 24 
lettermen return, only six started in the 
finals: center Josh Byrne (6-1, 240), 
offensive tackle Jake Byrne (6-1, 240), 
defensive tackle Mike Zepeda (6-2, 260), 
linebacker Glenn Koehler (5-11, 200), 
linebacker Mike May (6-2, 198), and jun- 
ior fullback Cody Durham (6-0, 220).

One of the 
most talented teams in Chaparral history 
saw their near-perfect season end in the 
semifinals in a 16-7 loss to Tucson 
Sunnyside. Only three starters return, but 
100% of the tradition, which never gradu- 
ates. The cream of the crop is defensive 
lineman Ekom Udofia (6-2, 295), a first 
team all-state selection, and one of the 
best defenders in the school’s history. 
Whoever starts at quarterback, and it 
might be junior Nick Nuenfeldt, has two 
solid linemen up front: senior Shaun 
Rothery (6-3, 203) and junior Trevor 
Hankins (6-4, 204). Grant Pakis (6-3, 
200) could start at tight end. Kellen Bell, 
a newcomer from Ohio, looks promising 
at running back. Defensively, Garner 
Geitz and junior Charlie Campbell look 
good at the corners.

Not bad for a guy 
who didn’t even start the season. That belonged to Peete, a 15-year veteran 
who has played on five different NFL teams since almost winning the Heisman 
Trophy in 1988. Peete took the first snaps of the championship season for the 
Panthers, but ended up a spectator in the championship game. But he showed 
no hard feelings. 

“After being in the league for 15 years, to finally get here is a great feeling,” 
said the 37-year-old before the Super Bowl. “I’m just soaking it all in. It’s spe- 
cial to do it with a team that’s come from where we were (1-15) two years ago 
and getting to the Super Bowl.” 

Playing on a 5-4-1 Tucson Sahuaro team, Peete was Phoenix Metro 
Football’s 1982 Arizona Player of the Year as a junior, the only media outlet 
in the state to honor him. He was the whole show for the Cougars, completing 
140 of 253 passes (55%) for 1,8885 yards and 15 touchdowns, with just eight 
interceptions. During a 34-34 tie with Tucson Amphitheater, Peete completed 
29 of 41 passes for 424 yards and five touchdowns. He finished his high 
school career in Shawnee Mission, Kansas, where his family moved after his 
father Willie landed an assistant job with the Kansas City Chiefs. His college 
choice was USC, where he led the Trojans to back-to-back Rose Bowls and fin- 
ished runnerup in the Heisman voting to Oklahoma State’s Barry Sanders. 

Kyle, a one-time Tempe McClintock star and Arizona State linebacker, has 
evolved into a good NFL long-snapper with the Panthers. His only champi- 
onship came in high school, as a member of McClintock's 1989 state champi- 
onship squad. As a Sun Devil he left for the NFL one year before Jake 
Plummer and the Sun Devils made a run at the 1997 Rose Bowl. In nine sea- 
sons in the pros, last year was his first championship season. He started in 
Seattle, then played in Cleveland and San Francisco before signing with the 
Panthers as a free agent in 2001. That was the infamous 1-15 season. 

“I guess long-snapping is underrated, which is fine with me,” Kyle said before 
the Super Bowl. “I don’t need the recognition anyway. It just means something 
went bad.”

At least half-a-dozen Arizona high 
schools are playing varsity ball for the first 
time this year, and several reside in 
Maricopa County. 

Basha, the newest school in Chandler, 
has built a sold foundation in two years of 
underclassmen play under Tim McBurney, 
former head coach at Tempe Union. 
McBurney, whose Tempe team won the 
1996 Class 4A crown, plays an independ- 
ent schedule, along with most of his foes, 
as school’s await the new 2005-06 sched- 
uling block. The Bears, undefeated as a JV 
unit, will field a junior-dominated team, 
headed by quarterback/safety Shane 
McBurney (6-3, 185), the coach’s son, 
and talented wideout Tony Kraft (6-3, 
180).

Foster (5-11, 210). Both are strong, agile players. But the starting lineup will be 
junior-laden, starting with quarterback Iain Michels (6-2, 185) on offense, and 
linebacker Austin Neilsen (6-1, 200) on defense, two key positions. “Last year we 
played a mixed schedule of varsity and JV games,” says Mey. “The scores from 
the varsity games were not pretty, but our players gained invaluable lessons about 
what it takes to compete at this level.” 

In the West Valley, Desert Edge will play a five game varsity independent 
slate, and head coach Ryan Felker is pleased with the progress at the new 
Goodyear school.

Running back Buddy 
Caldwell (6-2, 215) was injured most of 
last season, but could be an impact play- 
er. Todd Frew and Dylan Maki look 
good at linebacker, with Maki an out- 
standing baseball player. Craig Schindler, 
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Todd Gladden and Cody Hansen form a 
quick, movable line. “Our region will be 
very competitive,” adds Barnes, who 
enters his second year. “Injuries could 
play a big part in our ability to contend 
for the region championship.” 

Mohave, under first-year coach Al 
Melo, made great strides, won seven 
games, and missed the playoffs by one 
loss. “Our kids really bought into what 
our staff was doing,” claims Melo. “We 
return four starting offensive linemen, 
and have quality depth overall.” Big 
Matt Guyer (6-5, 275), only a junior, 
heads a well-focused list of linemen, 
including Chris Thompson (5-10, 225), 
Denny Sixbery (6-1, 235) and Tyler 
McGee (6-0, 200).

Wide receiver/safety Trevor Hicks (6-3, 
190), with 4.5 speed, is Mohave’s deep 
threat. Tim Mitchell (6-2, 190) is a 
good two-way skill position player. 
Junior Chris Nava (5-10, 170) will get 
the first shot at tailback. The Colorado 
River school returns 29 lettermen, most 
in the West Valley Region. 

It might be a rough go at Agua 
Fria, once the pride of the westside.

Coolidge, PC Look’n Good 


Phoenix Christian, a long-time power 
in 2A football, knocked on the champi- 
onship door again, and it opened. The 
Cougars, coached by Jim Rattay, 
knocked out White Mountain power St. 
Johns 24-7 in the finals before a large 
crowd at Tempe McClintock High 
School. It was the school’s sixth state 
championship under four different 
coaches: Les Finger, Walt Beamis, Keith 
Brown and Rattay. Rattay earlier won 
state crowns at Mesa and Desert Vista. 
With a returning lineup including all- 
state quarterback Josh Schlueter and 
star lineman Andrew Thompson, the 
Cougars have the metal to battle for a 
repeat. But newcomer Yuma Catholic is 
now a threat. In 3A, it looks like a race 
between Coolidge, top pick in South 
Region #1, and always strong Lakeside 
Blue Ridge, the premier 3A program in 
Arizona. Coolidge returns all-state quar- 
terback Angel Felix and receiver Oscar 
Palacios. In one game last season, a 
wild win over league rival Queen Creek, 
Felix threw seven touchdown passes, 
five in one half.

At Coolidge the name of the game is 
“throw the ball.” The Bears, 10-2 quar- 
terfinalist last year, return the league's 
best quarterback, senior Angel Felix, and 
14 regulars. Last year as a junior Felix 
completed 60% of his passes for 1,876 
yards and 25 touchdowns. He was inter- 
cepted only once. His seven TD strikes in 
a single game against Queen Creek was 
one of the state’s all-time best perform- 
ances. Palacios averaged 20.0 yards per 
catch after 42 receptions and 14 TDs. 
Brandon Jordan, the team’s leading 
ground gainer, is also back. He gained 
857 yards on 87 carries (9.8) and scored 
23 touchdowns, including three on pass 
receptions. Manuel Valenzuela (6-3, 225) 
and Rashaun Payne (5-10, 250) anchor 


the line. Sophomore Jesse Wheeler is a 
promising young cornerback, one of four 
Bears who lettered as freshmen. In four 
short seasons, Carlo Hernandez-coached 
teams have averaged 10 wins per season. 

Young Higley, coached by veteran 
Jim Beall, lost to Seton Catholic and 
Queen Creek in tight games and may 
have turned the corner. In guard Walker 
Scheurn (6-2, 220) and fullback Jeff 
Zornes (5-11, 180), Beall might have two 
of the top players in the region. Last fall 
Zornes had 600 yards in three games 
before he got hurt. Quarterback Zach 
Appenzellar (6-2, 170), who doubles at 
safety, runs the show. Matt Hamberg 
backs him up, and plays split receiver and 
defensive back. Chase Miller and Nick 
Eggert are also receivers. Michael Lee, 
Mark Bell and Elliott Hawks give the 
Knights three solid linebackers. Stefton 
Dotson, Sean Mclver and Robert 
Montano, good players up from the JV 
team, should help. 

Fountain Hills has a strong core of 
returning players and a solid sophomore 
class coming up to fill in holes. Veteran 
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dim Fairfield has one of the region’s best 
quarterbacks in son Brandon, a 6-6, 195- 
pound senior with good athletic skills. 
Fairfield completed 79 of 151 passes for 
1,142 yards and six touchdowns. Last 
May he won the high jump at the 3A 
state track meet. Two-year tackle David 
DeBruin (6-4, 320) was an honorable 
mention all-state pick. Teammate David 
McElligott (6-3, 215) helps give the 
Falcons two strong tackles. Ben Holexa 
plays tight end and joins Brad Guthrie at 
linebacker. With 4.6 speed, tailback 
Francisco Alvazrez is the team’s fastest 
back. 

Graduation took a heavy toll at 
Queen Creek, where Curt LeBlanc has 
only two starters back from a 9-3 quarter- 
finalist squad. The Bulldogs lost to just 
two teams, Seton Catholic twice and 
Coolidge. At least six players will play key 
roles on both sides of the ball, 
fullback/linebacker Garrett Lock (5.2 
yards per carry), two-way lineman Bryan 
Cooper, running back/linebacker Bryson 
Penrod, guard/tackle Justin Crewse, and 
junior halfback/linebacker Ryan 
Patterson. Jordan Lemieux gets the call at 
quarterback. Under LeBlanc, Queen 
Creek has gotten better each year. Two 
seasons ago they were the only team to 
beat state champion Globe. Last fall the 
junior varsity finished undefeated. 

Seton Catholic’s veteran team 
reached the 3A finals, then Pete 
Wahlheim watched most of his starting 
lineup pick up diplomas six months later. 
Only six lettermen return, including one 
offensive starter. But four regulars are 
back on defense, including linebacker 
Ryan McCazrthy (6-0, 200), one of the 
region's best. Receiver Andrew McCarville 
(5-11, 180) managed 18 receptions for 
330 yards and one score. Little running 
back Johnny Nguyen, in a limited role, 
gained 212 yards on 48 carries. He 
scored three times. Improved play from 
tackle Chris Blomberg (6-0, 220) and 
linebacker Joe Knelesberger (6-1, 200) 
will give the Sentinels a boost. 

Estrella Foothills, without a senior 
class, was hurt by a lack of depth, but still 
won three games. “We suffered key 
injuries late in the season,” says Mike 
Welch about the Wolves’ first varsity cam- 
paign. “But we should be a lot more com- 
petitive this time around.” The team’s 
best defender, linebacker Bryce Bellue (5- 
10, 160), looks healthy after a season- 
ending injury. Twins Jermaine and Jamal 
Austin, 5-10, 150-pound seniors, are 
good skill position players who earned all- 
region votes. So did two-way lineman 


Berto Hogan (5-10, 220). Scott O'Dell 
handles the punting. Mickey Zeeb will get 
competition at quarterback, but has the 
experience. Players like Dustin Bennett, 
Tyler Best and Trent Baysinger, to list a 
few, saw lots of playing time. In an inter- 
esting inter-league matchup, the Wolves 
face 2A foe Tombstone - with all-state 
tailback Dwayne Thomas - on Saturday, 
Sept. 4, at the Round Valley Classic.

Offensively, quarterback Nick 
Kieren (6-0, 185) is the key guy. He also 
plays safety.

Ben 
LeChemant looks like to best interior line- 
man, and plays a good linebacker. The 
junior varsity won only two games, so the 
senior class needs to carry the load. 

For the first time in more than a 
decade, Santa Cruz won nine games. 
The Dust Devils, coached by Jay Denton, 
reached the quarterfinals, but state champ 
Show Low sent them packing, 21-0. 
Graduation hit hard. Only five regulars 
return. Backs Manuel Romero and Aaron 
McKaney, along with 230-pound tackle 
Javier Villarreal, must show senior leader- 
ship. Classmates Devondrick Hampton, 
Hector Ortega and Gabriel Beltran must 
do the same. The rest of the lineup fea- 
tures juniors like 240-pound guard 
Donald Harris, and promising kicker 
Leonardo Carmargo. “This will be a very 
inexperience varsity-level team,” warns 
Denton, who has won over 100 games at 
the Eloy school.

Twenty-five lettermen, plus several key 
transfers, make for a better than average 
look at Sedona Red Rock.

action on the line. “Adam Senger is an 
outstanding running back,” says 
Cromartie of his speedy senior. “He could 
contend for offensive player of the year in 
the 3A West.” The Scorpions played one 
playoff game last season and are unde- 
feated at home for the past two years. 

There’s plenty of optimism in Chino 
Valley, where second-year coach Josh 
Anderson returns 20 players - nine 
starters - and a few members of the track 
team which finished second in the 3A 
state meet. The Cougars won only two 
games, but several were close and lots of 
underclassmen played. “We made great 
improvements, even though our record 
didn’t show it,” claims Anderson. The 
Cougars’ attack starts at quarterback, and 
the return of Ben Burk (6-4, 180) is a big 
plus. In a game last year, Burk hit tailback 
Morgan Reichert with a 99-yard scoring 
strike against Sedona Red Rock. Reichert 
was a sophomore. In fact, most of the 
key players come from the junior class. 
Besides Reichert, fullback Brandon Scott 
(6-1, 200) and linebacker Marion Briles 
(6-0, 200) have two more years to carry 
the Chino’s blue & silver banner. “We are 
moving in the right direction,” adds 
Anderson. 

So is Camp Verde, according to 
fifth-year coach Luke Steege, who likes 
the looks of six offensive starters, and 16 
players overall. “But we need to eliminate 
turnovers and get stronger if we want to 
return to the playoffs.” warns the head 
coach. Fullback/linebacker Demetri Baca 
(6-1, 205) looks like the best of a depth- 
shy senior class. Classmates Jason 
Baiamonte, Steffan Nelson, Kevin 
Getman and Jacinto Diaz might have to 
go both ways. Still, the strength of this 
year’s squad is youth, like Alex Lewis (6- 
1, 200), an all-region receiver as a sopho- 
more, junior linebacker Nick Betts, defen- 
sive end Tyler Rezzonico, guard George 
Johnson, tackle Patrick Logston, quarter- 
back Luke Hicks, and two promising 
sophomores, two-way back Austin Beeler 
and lineman Steven Benson, at 6-1, 215 
a potential two-way star.

Although Phoenix Christian 
returns only four offensive/defensive 
starters, it’s easy to see why most coach- 
es pick the Cougars in preseason. Coach 
dim Rattay returns just enough key play- 
ers to make a run, including all-state quar- 
terback Josh Schlueter. Last year the 6-3, 
205-pounder cranked up his arm 177 
times, completed 119 passes (67%), and 
struck for 24 touchdowns and 2,127 
yards. The last time this 2A powerhouse 
had a quarterback with numbers like that 
(Tim Rattay) he ended up playing in the 
National Football League. Schlueter 
should have plenty of protection with 
center Anthony Cutting (5-11, 200), 
guards Drew Hixson (6-0, 200) and 
Andrew Thompson (6-1, 240), plus tack- 
les Ben Smith (6-4, 235) and Garret 
Heng (6-8, 305). Defensive back 
LaDarius Howard (6-1, 195) saw limited 
time on offense, but managed 6.6 yards 
per carry. Little Dan Lazzeri gained 4.4 
yards in part-time play. Receivers Brank 
Freeze and Aaron Skiles will see more 
action. Last year the Cougars scored 533 
points and gave up only 26, the fewest 
by a 2A school since state champ Kearny 
Ray yielded 13 in 1965. 

This could be it for Arizona 
Lutheran. “It” is a trip deep into the 
playoffs. The Coyotes return more 
starters - eight offense/nine defense - 
than any team in the league, plus good 
depth with incoming players from a once- 
beaten JV club. With Phil Class (6-4, 
235) in the lineup, veteran coach Doug 
Meyer has possibly the best two-way line- 
man in the Metro Region. Classmate Nick 
Schroeder (6-3, 205) is an excellent two- 
way end, especially defensively. In fact, 


defense will be the Coyotes’ strong point. 
Cornerback Brian Aswege (5-9, 150) was 
a second team all-region pick. Agile Nick 
Schroeder (6-3, 205) can play defensive 
end or linebacker. Linebackers Andy 
Fennema, Ryan Press and Shayne 
Farrne, along with nose guard Jordan 
McCotter, defensive tackle Leslie Jimmie, 
and cornerback Tyler Yazzie form a solid 
senior class. Underclassmen fit in with 
quarterback Justin Salzwedel, tackle Nick 
Kelley, halfback Andy Zwick, wideout 
Drew Schroeder, safety Jeremy 
Burmeister, guard Will Groehler and tack- 
le Zach Edwards possible starters. “ We 
made the 2A playoffs for the first time 
last year, and we had only five seniors,” 
adds veteran coach Doug Meyer. “This is 
our best returning group ever,” 


3A SOUTH NOTEBOOK 
The demise of the Arizona Boys 
Ranch, now called Canyon State 
Academy, has made this race 
wide-open again. By far, the best 
rivalry among region foes 
belongs to Eloy and Coolidge, 
who have knocked heads since 
1949. With the population decay 
in Miami, the Vandals no longer 
compete in the 3A South, 
although the Globe-Miami rivalry 
still continues. COACHING: The 
veteran of this league is Jay 
Denton at Santa Cruz, who has 
won 124 games at the Eloy 
school, including a 3A state 
championship in 1978, and a 2A 
state crown in 1990. TRIVIA: Jay 
Denton’s 1978 state champions 
featured future NFL defensive 
back Mossy Cade, and his ‘90 
club featured future NFL defen- 
sive back Eddie Cade. When it 
comes to state championship 
trophies, Santa Cruz and rival 
Coolidge have more than their 
share on display, Coolidge start- 
ed the victory parade back in 
the 1940s, when Glenn Wilson- 
coached teams won three titles 
(and 26 straight games) in a row 
during World War Il. RECENT 
PROS: Eloy leads the pack by a 
long shot, with recent players 
Eddie Cade (New England) and 
offensive tackle Levi Jones, now 
in his third year with the 
Cincinnati Bengals. Last year 
Houston Texan rookie Keith 
Wright, a defensive tackle from 
Missouri, became the first player 
from the Arizona Boys Ranch to 
be drafted by the NFL. He played 
two years at Arizona Western.

The veteran football-playing 
school in this region is 
Wickenburg, which started up 
the sport in 1937, playing 6-man 
ball, Camp Verde began varsity 
play in 1948, COACHING: Easily, 
the veteran here is Sedona’s Jim 
Cromartie, who coached in New 
Mexico and Oklahoma “before 
oil was discovered.” Cromartie 
also coached in Hobbs, N.M., a 
basketball-known school with a 
15,000-seat football stadium. 
Higley’s Jim Beall, who won his 
100th game recently, also 
coached in Oklahoma. TRIVIA: 
Before joining the 11-man ranks 
in 1953, Wickenburg won six state 
championships in 6-man football. 
Forty years ago last fall, Camp 
Verde won its second of two- 
straight 6-man crowns, RECENT 
PROS: Last year’s New York 
Giants punter Jeff Feagles gradu- 
ated from Phoenix Gerard, a for- 
mer Catholic school which is 
closed, The Redcoats once 
toiled in this 3A conference, and 
were state champions in 1974. 
Feagles played college football 
at Miami of Florida. 


After losing all-state candidate Cliff 
Weston to a neck injury, Vallley 
Christian rallied to make the playoffs. 
Coach Sean Loomer’s veteran team won 
six of 11 encounters, but dropped an 
opening round playoff game to Florence, 
20-7. Only three senior starters return, 
led by backs John Holman and Brett 
Fraley. The junior class has one of the 
league’s best players, tight end/safety 
Brett Urig, a 6-1, 190-pounder. He looks 
like the Trojans best bet for post-season 
honors again. Tackle Nick Hernandez (6- 
3, 238) and linebacker J.P. Grako (5-11, 
220) start at key positions. Help arrives 
from a 5-1-1 junior varsity outfit. 

Last year's memorable campaign 
ended for Bourgade Catholic with a 
bus accident on rout to St. Johns for an 
early playoff game. Nobody was seriously 
injured but the Eagles season came to a 
halt. The 8-2 campaign was marred by 
losses to 3A runnerup Seton Catholic and 
2A state champ Phoenix Christian. 
Veteran coach Pat Lavin lost 17 seniors, 
so rebuilding is in store. Two key players 
who return, tackle Sal Bonanno (6-2, 
245) and linebacker Mark Wilda (5-10, 
205), look like all-state candidates. Wilda 
is a three-year starter. Shane Gerhardt (5- 
11. 170) moves from wide receiver to 
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quarterback. Two-way linemen Zach 
Gallaher (5-11, 200) and Jake Johnson 
(6-0, 235) will be kept busy. Junior Josh 
Copeland could crack the starting lineup 
at two positions: tailback and linebacker. 
“We'll have quite a lot of sophomores 
playing,” warns Lavin. “We only have 
nine seniors on the roster.” 

Northwest Christian hopes to 
bounce back into the playoff hunt after a 
uncharacteristic 4-5 season. But the 
Crusaders, coached by Derek Wahlstrom, 
have to do it with four returning starters, 
three on offense and only one on 
defense. The key player without a doubt 
is running back/kick returner Kyle Young 
(6-2, 210), a real game-breaker. With 4.6 
speed he’s one of the best athletes in the 
2A Metro. The Crusaders kicking game 
looks solid again, with Alan Blose in the 
lineup. But after that Wahlstrom and his 
staff have to fill in the blanks with basical- 
ly new players. 

If any team is underrated, it’s 
Scottsdale Christian. The Eagles 
return 18 regulars, including seven on 
defense, to give themselves a legitimate 
shot at the playoffs. For second-year 
coach Jeff Fox, the game starts with quar- 
terback Will Munsil, a 6-1, 195-pound 
senior who completed 110 of 206 passes 
(53%) for 1,508 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. He threw only four interceptions, 
but his receiving corp will be brand new. 
Running back Luke Savidge (6-1, 190) 
managed 5.7 yards per carry and scored

five touchdowns. His best position might 
be linebacker. He and Matt Olsen (6-0,

ers in the region. A.J. Rowen is a good 
two-way skill position player. The Eagles 
last reached the playoffs in 1996.

2A COPPER REGION 

In Florence, fans got their monies 
worth as the Gophers played 13 games 
and reached the semifinals. State champ 
Phoenix Christian ended their campaign 
at 10-3, the most wins at the school since 
1989. It was a senior-dominated team, so 
Shawn Cluff and his staff have to rebuild. 
The outcome might be determined by the 
overall play of four key seniors: two-way 
back Jason Calhoun (5-8, 175), tackle 
David Sanger (6-4, 250), and wingbacks 
Phillip Garcia (5-7, 160) and Chuck 
Lopez (5-6, 145).

R.R. “Robby” Robinson was arguably 
the most influential coach in Maricopa 
County in the first half of the 20th 
Century. The same goes for Vic 
Housholder, possibly the most prominent 
sports official in the Cactus State during 
the same era. 

Both individuals, one of the state’s 
most historic teams, plus 13 outstanding 
players make up the first-ever Arizona 
High School Football Hall of 
Fame. The inaugural class, co-sponsored 
by Phoenix Metro Football 
Magazine and JK Communications of 
Tempe, gives overdue praise and recogni- 
tion to Arizona’s high school football 
past, a unique history which is truly one 
of sport's best kept secrets. Based on 
population, the Grand Canyon State’s 
surprising success against out-of-state 
competition, including hundreds of games 
with schools throughout the West, not to 
mention its contribution to the college 
and professional ranks, is unmatched. 

Robinson, who built Phoenix Union 
into a power in every sport, plus his 
1930 mythical national championship 
team, highlight the list, which includes 
several great Coyote stars prior to World 
War II. Conrad Flippen, the 1930 
National Player of the Year, plus 
Housholder, considered the “father” of 
the all-state teams, heads the list which 
includes the first 12 products from the 
Arizona high school ranks to land on 
active NFL rosters. 

The state’s first NFL player, Phoenix 
Union halfback James Oldham, a 
University of Arizona back who played 
with the Racine (Wis.) Tornadoes in 
1926, along with the likes of Mesa’s 
Norris Steverson, Tucson High tackle 
Earle Nolan, Phoenix Union brothers 
Cecil and Carl Mulleneaux, plus Tucson's 
Fred Enke dr., the state’s first NFL quar- 
terback, have long deserved Hall of Fame 
recognition. 

Except for Peoria’s Tom Greenfield, 
Phoenix Union’s Sonny Karnofsky, and 
Enke, all the inductees are deceased. The 
lineup: 
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Rhodes Neece, Don Clark and Eddie “Red” Horne. 


COACH ROBBY ROBINSON 

Phoenix Union 

In the opinion of oldtimers, R.R. 
Robinson and Phoenix Union's once his- 
toric Montgomery Stadium are closely 
linked. Sadly all three are gone. It was the 
tremendous success of Robinson's football 
teams which led to construction of the 
15,000-seat stadium, which paid off its 
indebtedness in half the projected time. 

Robinson, who arrived in Phoenix in 
1920 from the army air corps after World 
War I, spent 37 years as the Coyotes’ 
football, basketball and track coach, plus 
athletic director. He arrived in Phoenix as 
a lean, tough young coach, after a glitter- 
ing career as one of the best-ever ends at 


Colorado State University. 

With Phoenix Union being the only 
high school in the city, the Coyotes ven- 
tured out-of-state on numerous occasions, 
playing schools from as far west at Long 
Beach, and east to Albuquerque. The 
popularity of Phoenix high schools sports 
dwarfed the local college, Arizona State, 
as did its massive football stadium. His 
teams won Rocky Mountain and 
Southwestern interscholastic titles, in foot- 
ball as well as basketball and track, and 
attracted such legendary college coaches 
as Notre Dame’s Knute Rockne, who 
recruited Robinson’s prize pupil, Conrad 
Flippen. 

Besides Flippen, among the hundreds

of athletes he coached were Bob 
Goldwater, W.W. “Skipper” Dick, the 
Mulleneaux brothers, Carl and Cecil, Bill 
Kajikawa, basketball All-American Leon 
Blevins, plus football-track star Harry 
Tompkins. 

Robinson’s last state championship 
team was in basketball, where his near- 
perfect 1944 squad, led by Blevins, com- 
piled a 26-1 record and defeated Mesa in 
the state finals in Tucson,. Blevins later 
became a star at the University of 
Arizona. 

Altogether, Robinson-coached football 
teams won 83% of their games against

high school competition, 14 state cham- 
pionships, five Southwestern 
Interscholastic crowns, and one mythical 
national title. His 1930 juggernaut, led by 
Flippen and Tompkins, earned Robinson 
National Coach of the Year honors, 
selected by the National Sports News 
Service in Minneapolis. 

That season climaxed with a 38-7 tri- 
umph over unbeaten Fort Collins, 
Colorado. But the key game in the cam- 
paign was a 22-20 win over West Coast 
power San Diego High, played at mid- 
season in Phoenix. The game matched 
Flippen against the visitor's star back, 
Cotton Warburton, later an All-American 
at USC. 

“Robby was like a father to the boys,” 
recalled Skipper Dick, later the state 
superintendent of public instruction. 
“Most of the kids were right off the farm. 
He was a strict disciplinarian who prac- 
ticed what he preached. The first thing he 
enforced was a no-cursing rule. He told 
us ‘If there’s to be any cursing around 
here I'll do it.’ There wasn’t any at all.” 

“Coach Robinson's mixture of disci- 
pline, instant sympathy, and thoughtful 
consideration was a major influence on

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the lives of hundreds - perhaps thousands - 
of boys he mixed with in his coaching and 
physical education work,” wrote Bob 
Allison of the Phoenix Gazette in 1960. 

Robinson, before retiring to athletic 
director duties, coached the Coyotes to a 
307-119 record and five state champi- 
onships in basketball, then switched to 
track & field and won 12 state crowns. 
Several of his cinder teams were rated 
among the best in the nation, and his 
1931 squad produced five All-Americans, 
including Tompkins, the state’s first 9.8 
sprinter. 

Robby Robinson died in 1960 of can- 
cer at age 70. 


CONRAD FLIPPEN 

Phoenix Union 

In 1930, Conrad Flippen was the best 
back on what was arguably the best high 
school team in the country. As a quarter- 
back/tailback, Flippen scored 23 touch- 
downs and a state record 148 points for 
the 12-0 state champs. He gained 303 
yards and scored on an 80-yard run with 
a fake punt during a 59-13 win over 
Tucson. During a 41-0 win over 
Albuquerque High he intercepted a state 
record five passes. 

Born in Missouri, Flippen moved to 
Phoenix in 1927 with his mother and 
family after his father died of tuberculosis. 
At Phoenix Union he developed into one 
of the school's all-time greats, excelling in 
football, basketball, baseball and track. In 
1931, after guiding the Coyotes to the 
state basketball championship, he was 
selected captain of the all-state team. 

Flippen, whose stint at Notre Dame 
was short-lived, had a brief stay at 
Phoenix College before signing a pro 
baseball contract with the Chicago White 
Sox. He spent nine years in the minors, 
then managed the Evangelize League in 
Louisiana. During World War II he enlist- 
ed in the Navy, and ended his athletic 
career playing fast-pitch softball in 
Phoenix for the famous Funk Jewels. He 
retired in 1977 from the Arizona 
Department of Transportation. 

Conrad Flippen died on December 10, 
1983, at age 71.

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JAMES OLDHAM 

Phoenix Union 

The late James Oldham wins the prize. 
The former Phoenix native is believed to 
be the first Arizona schoolboy product to 
play in the National Football League, with 
the Racine Tornadoes in Wisconsin, 
short-lived interstate rivals of the Green 
Bay Packers. 

Oldham, at 6-0, 190-pounds, was an 
all-state forward in basketball, and 
excelled in the shot and discus for the 
Coyotes’ state championship track team. 
But in football his 21 touchdowns and 
127 points from his fullback position 
earned Arizona Player of the Year honors 
and captain of The Arizona 
Republic’s 1923 all-state squad. The 
state champions only setbacks during a 9- 
1-1 season were a loss to the University 
of Arizona’s freshmen, and a scoreless tie 
with San Diego High. 

Coach Robinson's star pupil scored 
four touchdowns twice, first during a 61-0 
win over Douglas, followed by a 77-0 
trouncing of Miami the following week. 
His two quick touchdowns got the 
Coyotes off to a healthy start during a 24- 
0 win over El Paso, Texas, clinching the 
Southwestern Interscholastic crown, and 
his three-TD day against Mesa nailed 
down the state crown. Oldham’s college 
career in Tucson was short-lived, and he 
lettered only one year for the Wildcats’ 
legendary head coach James “Pop” 
McKale. While with Racine, he played 
three positions, end, blocking back and 
wingback, all very well. 


NORRIS STEVERSON 

Mesa 

Norris Steverson, a charter member of 
three different sports hall of fames, was 
the first from Mesa’s proud football her- 
itage to play in the pros. He is also the 
first Arizona State alum to reach the NFL, 
when the college was nicknamed the 
Bulldogs. The pride of Mesa lettered in 
football and basketball at ASU, and was 
an All-Border Conference halfback in 
1931. He was a member of the first 
Arizona State squad to beat rival Arizona 
in the 20th Century. 

Steverson signed with George Halas 
and the Chicago Bears after the pros 
played an exhibition game against a 
Phoenix all-star team in 1933. But the 
Bears traded him to the NFL Cincinnati 
Reds before the start of the season. The 
Reds disbanded after eight games, and 
the Mesa native later played with the St. 
Louis Gunners. Steverson, who died in 
March at age 93, taught physical educa-

It would take a very large room to display the 
awards presented to Vic Housholder in his lifetime. 
And most of the recognition came from his contri- 


bution to Arizona’s youth. 


For over 50 years he was a civil engineer, an 
outstanding sportsman, conservationist, civic 
leader and sponsor of numerous youth projects. 

Housholder, who died in 1971 at age 79, was 
also a member of the Arizona Sports Hall of 
Fame. His accomplishments, almost too lengthy 


to mention, are what legends are made of. 


He first brought organized baseball to Arizona 


in 1924, and was the original manager of the old 
Phoenix Senators minor league baseball team. In

1926 he founded the state’s best-known track 

meet, the Greenway Field Day, later renamed the Luke Greenway Invitational. 
During one two-year span in the 1930s, over 8,000 fans paid to see the meet, 
held at both the State Fairgrounds and Phoenix Union’s Montgomery Stadium. 

It was Housholder who started selecting all-state football teams for The 
Arizona Republic in 1923, and was the recognized authority for almost two 
decades. Today a four-foot-tall trophy bares his team - The Vic Housholder 
Trophy - and is given annually to the school which produced the Arizona 
Football Player of the Year, selected by Phoenix Metro Football Magazine. 

His participation as a sports official spanned two decades, and he was commis- 
sioner of the state’s Amateur Athletic Union for years. For 47 years he managed 
the American Rolling Mills Company, and was national president of the American 


Association of Engineers in 1933. 


Housholder was born in Columbus, Kansas, and graduated from the University 
of Kansas in Lawrence, where he was an all-around athlete. He was brought to 
Arizona in 1918 by George Gillespie to be engineer for the Gillespie Dam on the 
Gila River near Buckeye. He soon was the engineer in charge of flood control 


near Cave Creek in 1922. 


In one of the highlights of his career, Housholder was credited with saving the 
life of former President Harry S. Truman in France during World War I. 
Housholder was second in command to Captain Truman at the 129th Field 
Artillery Battery when German guns killed Truman's horse, trapping him in mud 
and water under the animal. Housholder rolled the animal off the future president, 


preventing him from drowning. 


That effort earned Housholder the U.S. Army's Commendation Medal.

EARLE NOLAN 

Tucson 

The first Tucson High and second 
University of Arizona alum to land in the 
pro ranks was Michael Earle Nolan, nick- 
named “King Kong” by his teammates. At 
nearby Tucson High, Nolan was a first 
team all-state tackle at 6-2, 205-pounds, 
and a state shot put and discus champion. 
In college, Nolan played three years for 
Wildcat coach Tex Oliver, and competed 
on the UA track team in all three weight 


events (including the javelin), and compet- 
ed in the 1936 Olympic track and field 
trials. But football and boxing were his 
favorite two sports. He won all 20 ama- 
teur boxing matches he entered. 

In 1937 Nolan signed as a tackle with the 
NFL Chicago Cardinals for $135 a game. 
“The Cardinals coach, Milan Creighton, used 
all his top players against me during a try- 
out,” recalled Nolan in 1989, “Then the 
coach put on a football uniform and went 
against me. I made the team. I don’t think 
they thought a player for a professional team 
could come from Arizona.” 

After two years in the NFL Nolan 
joined the Marine Corps. He fought at 
Iwo Jima and Guadalcanal during World 
War Il, received the Navy Cross and was

promoted to captain. 

“I don’t think pro football had the 
same feel or spirit for him that college 
ball did,” said Nolan’s son-in-law John 
Krygelski, after Nolan’s death in 1991. 
“Most of what he reminisced about were 
his college days.” 


CECIL & CARL MULLENEAUX 

Phoenix Union 

The first brother act from Arizona's 
high school ranks to play in the National 
Football League was Cecil and Carl 
Mulleneaux, members of Robby 
Robinson’s Southwestern Interscholastic 
and state championship teams. 

Both Mulleneaux brothers were multi- 
ple sports stars, and Cecil (nicknamed 
“Brute”) was a two-time all-state pitcher 
for popular Phoenix Union baseball 
coach Jesse McComb. In 1928, Cecil 
teamed with star infielder Hank Leiber to 
guide the Coyotes to the state baseball 
championship, a 16-3 win over Mesa. 
While Cecil and his brother toiled in the 
NFL, Leiber went on to have a flourish- 
ing major league baseball career with the 
New York Giants. 

Both Mulleneaux brothers played on 
state championship football teams under 
Robinson, Carl (nicknamed “Moose”) as 
an end and Cecil as a fullback. Carl's col- 
lege career flourished at Utah State, while 
brother Cecil became a star at Northern 
Arizona in Flagstaff. 

During a 10-year pro career, Cecil 
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played fullback and center for multiple 
teams, including the New York Giants, 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Green Bay Packers 
and Columbus Bullies. Brother Carl's 
career, which was interrupted briefly by 
military service, was more stable. He 
spent six years as a starting end for the 
Green Bay Packers. The other receiver 
was NFL Hall of Famer Don Hutson. 


TOM GREENFIELD 

Peoria 

Peoria’s inductee became one of the 
University of Arizona’s most decorated 
football players. Tom Greenfield played 
high school sports for both Barto Davis 
and Edgar “Mutt” Ford, with football and 
basketball his strong suits. But it was in 
college where he made a name for him- 
self, gaining All-America and All-Border 
Conference honors as a center, playing 
for Tex Oliver and Orian Landreth. In 
basketball he was a forward for Fred 
Enke’s always strong Wildcat roundball 
teams. In 1949, Greenfield was selected 
to the school’s half-decade team by the 
Arizona Daily Star, and to the All- 
Time Rocky Mountain Collegiate Team. 
The 200-pound Peoria native played cen- 
ter three-straight years for the Green Bay 
Packers under legendary coach Earl 
“Curly"Lambeau. Today Greenfield 
resides in Tucson. 


SONNY KARNOFSKY 

Phoenix Union 

The high school career of Sonny 
Karnofsky was about as unique as any- 
body's could be. As a Phoenix Union 
underclassman, Karnofsky was a star back 
on the school’s six-man football team, 
during one of the few years the Class C 
Conference allowed the Coyotes to field a 
team. It resulted in a state championship, 
an all-state berth for the sophomore back, 
and Six-Man All-America recognition, 
selected and sponsored by American 
Boy Magazine. After that it was back to 
11-man ball for Karnofsky and his team- 
mates, and Phoenix was booted out of 
the six-man ranks. 

In 1939, under Stanford grad Larry 
Rouble, Karnofsky joined backfield aces 
Ted Olea and Tex Blanchard to guide the 
Coyotes through an excellent 10-2 cam- 
paign, playing a murderous Arizona and 
Southern California schedule. The state 
champs, during one eight week span, 
faced six tough West Coast schools. With 
Olea’s arm and Karnofsky’s legs, the 
Coyotes beat Covina 7-0, Santa Ana 27- 
6, Long Beach Poly 14-0, and Glendale 
30-6. In between were hard-fought wins

on Arizona soil over Tucson, 27-7, and 
Mesa, 16-6. Losses were to Santa 
Barbara, 16-7, and Bakersfield, 14-13. 

With Karnofsky in the lineup on a 
part-time basis because of injuries, the 
Coyotes fell to 6-4-1 in 1940, including a 
thrilling battle in Long Beach with Poly 
High. During a 25-20 Long Beach win, 
Karnofsky scored on a short run and 
added an extra point. 

Although World War II interrupted his 
college career - and that of thousands of 
athletes - Karnofsky’s place in NFL histo- 
ry took a strange twist after the war. 
When the world conflict ended, the popu- 
larity of the National Football League 
boomed. Record crowds attended both 
pro and college games. On September 
16, 1945, in Philadelphia, Abraham 
“Sonny” Karnofsky, a rookie from 
Arizona, scored two touchdowns on short 
runs as the Eagles upset the Green Bay 
Packers 28-21, before 90,218 fans, the 
largest crowd to watch an NFL game at

the time. Today Karnofsky resides in 
Rancho Muriet, California, located near 
Sacramento. 


HENRY “HANK” STANTON 

Clifton 

The rangy end from Clifton, one of 
Arizona’s all-time greats, has a stadium 
named after his father and an award 
named after him. Stanton played on weak 
high school teams with the Trojans, but 
much better squads at Arizona. He 
climaxed a brilliant college career in 1941 
by setting NCAA records with 50 catches 
for 820 yards (breaking the previous 
marks of 47 for 754 yards set by Jim 
Benton at Arkansas). Stanton’s best game 
came against Oklahoma State: 11 catches 
for 104 yards. Before two-platoon foot- 
ball, Stanton was a dangerous end-around 
artist, a damaging blocker and a gifted 
defensive player. After graduation he 
played in the East-West Shrine Game in 
San Francisco, the College All-Star Game 
in Chicago, the famous Army All-Star 
Game, and became Arizona's first All- 
American receiver. 

During World War II, Stanton served 
as a captain in the U.S. Army. Prior to 


enlisting he was drafted by the Brooklyn 
Dodgers, but military obligations put his 
pro career on hold. He eventually found 
his way into the professional ranks, and 
played two years with the New York 
Yankees of the All-American Conference. 
The Clifton native, who is deceased, 
later coached at both Arizona and 
Arizona State before joining the sales 
force at the Arizona Portland Cement 
Company. Today, the Hank Stanton 
Award is given each year to the state’s 
best high school receiver, selected by 
Phoenix Metro Football Magazine. 


HAL PRESCOTT 

Phoenix Union 

Future pro Hal Prescott made the 
most of his only varsity season at Phoenix 
Union as a versatile two-way end, the 
same positions he played at Hardin- 
Simmons in Abilene, Texas, and with 
three professional teams. The Coyotes 
1938 lineup included future stars such as 
Ted Olea, R.K. Warren, Tex Blanchard 
and Prescott. At Hardin-Simmons, which 
competed briefly in the old Border 
Conference, Prescott earned his spurs as 
a quality receiver and tough, hard-hitting

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defensive end. After World War II the for- 
mer Phoenix native played one year with 
the Green Bay Packers, three with the 
Philadelphia Eagles, and one with the 
New York Bulldogs. In Philadelphia, 
Prescott played for the Eagles all-time 
leader in coaching victories, Earl “Greasy” 
Neale, and was a member of the Birds’ 
back-to-back NFL championship teams in 
1948 and 1949. 


MORRISON WARREN 

Phoenix Carver 

Morrison Warren's athletic career 
began at the Phoenix Colored School 
(later Carver High) during the Great 
Depression years of the 1930s. In those 
days, black students were not allowed to 
attend nearby Phoenix Union. The 
Monarchs, located on Grant Street, 
played an independent schedule in most 
sports, except for track, a sport they 
dominated at the state meets in Tucson. 
In 1946, Warren became one of the first 
two black athletes to play at Arizona 
State. The other was teammate George 
Diggs. Nicknamed “Dit”, Warren played 
on the last Arizona State team to be nick- 
named Bulldogs, and the first to be called 
Sun Devils; under two college coaches, 
Steve Coutchie and Ed Doherty. In 1947, 
as a fullback-linebacker, Warren played in 
the same college backfield with freshman 
Wilford “Whizzer” White. “He was a great 
guy and a great person,” said White after 
learning of Warren's death in 2002. “He 
was a real tough football player.” Warren 
and Diggs often faced racial discrimina- 
tion during Border Conference games 
when “Jim Crow” laws in Texas prohibit- 
ed blacks from staying in hotels with 
whites. But when ASU refused to sched- 
ule schools which wouldn't allow every 
player to stay in hotels together, things 
changed for the better. A former presi- 
dent of the Fiesta Bowl, Warren played 
one year of pro ball after college with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers of the All-American 
Conference.

DON CORBITT 

Prescott 

The first athlete from northern Arizona 
to reach the playing fields of the National 
Football League was Prescott'’s Don 
Corbitt, one of the state's all-time great 
high school and collegiate centers. 
Corbitt, who is deceased, was the 
Washington Redskins’ center in 1948. As 
a 6-3, 205-pound high school senior, ; 
Corbitt was a two-sport star for Hamblin 
Pratt's football and basketball teams, and 
the first team center on The Arizona 
Republic’s 1941 all-state squad. In 
Washington, D.C., under head coach 
Turk Edwards, the Redskins’ quarterback 
coach was former NFL legend Sammy 
Baugh, and Corbitt was the center. A 
two-year lineman at the University of 
Arizona under Miles Casteel, Corbitt’s 
athletic career was interrupted briefly by 
World War II, were he served in the Navy. 
Corbitt died in 1993 at age 69. 


At Tucson High, Enke played for sev- 
eral of Southern Arizona's most presti- 
gious coaches: Rollin T. Gridley in foot- 
ball, B.C. “Bud” Doolen in basketball, and 
Henry “Hank” Slagle in baseball. With 
Enke in the Badgers’ infield, Tucson start-

FRED ENKE JR. 

Tucson 

Tucson High’s rich athletic heritage 
has had more than its share of legends, 
and Fred Enke dr. is near the top of the 
list. The son of the late University of 
Arizona basketball coach who bared the 
same name, Enke was a three-sport star 
at Tucson during the early 1940s, a Hall 
of Fame athlete at the University of 
Arizona, and the first quarterback from 
Arizona’s high school ranks to start in the 
National Football League. For the past 20 
years the Fred Enke Award, named after

Breathtaking Horizon Best in State 


Wow! What a finish! 

There have been some great last- 
minute fourth-quarter drives in state 
championship games before, but the last 
offensive play of the game for Scottsdale 
Horizon in 1994 will be hard to top. And 
hard to forget - for Horizon or St. Mary's 
players and fans. 

With 24 seconds remaining in the 
game, Horizon was camped on the St. 
Mary's 7-yard line and facing fourth 
down. The Huskies were looking at fourth 
and goal because they had just been 
penalized for a false start. 

Quarterback Jeff Voigt rolled to his 
right, but appeared corralled by the 
Knights’ Ben Pelzer, who knocked Voigt 
off-balance. As Voigt fell he pushed the 
ball forward to fullback Brooks Tyree, 
who was wide open, and he almost 
walked into the end zone to give the 
Huskies a 16-14 win. 

“That play was unreal,” recalls former 
Horizon coach Doug Shaffer, whose team 
survived two fourth-down plays, plus a 
fumble by halfback John Clayton at the 3- 
yard line, during the game-winning 80- 
yard drive. “It was just our night.” 

Horizon, ranked No. 1 in preseason, 
had to jump several major hurdles to get 
to the championship game. During a July 
auto accident, Voigt suffered a broken left 
collarbone. Then, after a humiliating 21-2 
season-opening loss to Mesa Mountain 
View, the Huskies soon found themselves 
looking at a 1-2 start after dropping a 15- 
13 decision to St. Mary's. 

“We always had tough, competitive 
games with St. Mary's,” recalls Shaffer. 
“They are always well coached, and our 
players usually played well, no matter 
what the outcome. Back then it was to 
our advantage to play them again, after 
losing earlier. It seems always an advan- 
tage in a rematch to the team which lost 
the first time.” 

Then, prior to a non-league contest 
with Mesa Westwood, Shaffer suspended 
29 players for a campus prank. The 
Huskies basically faced Westwood with a 
JV lineup, and were trounced 29-3. “But 
after that game we got our act together,” 
adds Shaffer. 

In the remaining nine games, Horizon 
outscored their opponents 398 points to 
54, and finished their championship run 
with an 11-3 record. 

The school’s rise to the top of the 5A 
football charts was no fluke. First under 
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game, rebounded from a broken collarbone to lead his team to the finals. 


Richard Gray, and then Shaffer, the north 
Scottsdale school had always been strong 
in football. In 1981, the school’s second 
varsity campaign, a Gray-coached club 
finished 10-2 and earned him coach of 
the year honors. 

Shaffer, who took over the program in 
1985, won over 100 contests and almost 
70% of his games. Before the champi- 
onship win over St. Mary's, Shaffer- 
coached teams, during a five-year stretch, 
recorded 8-3, 9-1-1, 9-3, 10-2, and 10-1 
seasons, and produced top 10-rated 
teams each year. 

In 1994, rematches worked in 
Horizon’s favor. After knocking out 
Trevor Browne of Phoenix 43-3 in the

playoffs’ first round, the Huskies sent 
Mountain View home after a 23-14 win, 
avenging the season-opener. It was not a 
rematch in the semifinals, but it was a 
hard-fought 28-15 win over talented 
South Mountain. 

“Talent-wise, that was the best team 
we played,” says Shaffer, referring to 
South. “They were big and fast, but our 
defense played great, and we slowed 
them down. Our coaches and kids did a 
great job.” 

The quarterfinals in late November 
was a bad night for the East Valley. Not 
only did Horizon knock Jesse Parker’s 
Toros out of action, but St. Mary’s did a 
24-14 number on undefeated Mesa High. 

In the finals at Arizona State, played 
before 15,651 paid fans and a TV audi- 
ence, Clayton rush for 120 yards and one 
touchdown on 23 carries. He finished the 
season with 1,821 yards and 24 scores, 
both school records. The Knights’ Roger 
Aguilar, an all-state wingback, caught five 
passes from junior quarterback Ryan 
Kealy for 110 yards and both touch- 
downs. 

Besides Clayton, a San Diego State 
signee, tackle Mike Malano, who later 
played with the Minnesota Vikings, and 
linemen Ryan Wing and D.J. Vasquez 
made various all-state teams.

Sahuaro Fit-to-be Tied 


10 years ago (1994) 
Peoria, 


Where’s a good tie-breaker system 
when you need one? That's what fans of 
both Peoria and Tucson Sahuaro were 
wondering after watching the two schools 
battle to a draw in the 1994 Class 4A 
finals at Sun Devil Stadium. 

Today they play overtime. Ten years 
ago they settled for a tie and went home. 
For Tucson Sahuaro, the Cougars 

were in a happier mood than Peoria. 
After going the length of the field with 
less than four minutes remaining, 
Sahuaro scored a touchdown and a two- 
point conversion to tie it at 17-17. 
Peoria, which led most of the way, 
thought they had it won. But Sahuaro’s 
game-tieing drive changed everything. 

Sahuaro coach Howard Breinig, 
coaching in has last game after a 32-year 
career, was much happier than the year 
before, when his team was steamrolled 
63-32 in the 4A finals by Marana 
Mountain View. 

For Peoria, it was another trip to 
Tempe’s Sun Devil Stadium for one of 
the state’s most successful programs - at 
any level. It was the Clapp’s fifth champi- 
onship game appearance. Two resulted in 
wins: 29-23 over Agua Fria in 1986; 28- 
6 over Glendale Cactus in 1987. His 
1988 squad fell to Agua Fria 13-7 in the 
finals, while his near-perfect 1990 unit 
dropped a 31-28 shootout with Tucson 
Sabino. He began his career at the west- 
side school in 1986. 

In 1994, the Panthers were top-notch 
again. State player of the year Tavon 
Cooper (2,030 yards, 37 touchdowns) 
and all-state receiver Kenny Mitchell 
grabbed all the headlines, but the team 
was deep and talented, and like most 
Clapp-coached teams two-platooned. 

Cooper, who led the state in kickoff 
returns, was almost bottled up by 
Sahuaro’s stingy defense. But after the 
Cougars scored first on Omar Bacon's 
39-yard run, Cooper ran the ensuing 
kickoff back 91-yards for a score. It was 
the first kickoff returned for a score in 4A 
championship game history, and the 
longest in any title game - regardless of 
class. From scrimmage, Cooper was held 
to 92 yards on 29 carries. 

But the key play of the game may 
have come in the third period, when 
Sahuaro sophomore Chris Spurr blocked 
a Peoria punt for a safety, keeping the 
Cougars close at 10-9. 

Peoria rang a warning bell in early 
September with a 55-31 pasting of 
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Cooper, who led the state in kickoff returns, landed player of the year honors 
after 2,039 rushing yards and 37 touchdowns. 


Scottsdale Chaparral. Between that rout 
and a 49-25 win over Centennial to close 
the regular season, they stubbed their toe 
only once. 

In a matchup that had grown into the 
biggest rivalry in the Valley, the Panthers 
were nipped by Glendale Cactus 37-33, 
before 6,000-plus fans at Glendale 
Community College. In a losing effort, 
Cooper ran for 298 yards on 30 carries 
and scored three touchdowns. 

For Cactus, junior quarterback 
Jonathan Beasley, who would later play 
for Kansas State, completed 21 passes in

35 attempts for a school-record 395 
yards and three touchdowns. Both teams 
combined for 854 yards total offense. 

“We did a Peoria-Cactus game or two 
for Cox-TV,” recalls Valley sports caster 
George Allen. “The games and the 
crowds were unreal. It drew better than 
games in the East Valley, and the skill- 
position players were terrific.” 

In the playoffs, Peoria had their hands 
full from start to finish. After dropping 
Ironwood 29-10 in a rematch from a reg- 
ular season clash, Casa Grande (with 
young fullback Steve Trejo) fell 40-37; 
Gilbert Highland was next at 14-13, fol- 
lowed by the tie with Sahuaro. 

“It's hard to believe it’s been 10 years 
already,” says Clapp. “But what I remem- 
ber the most was how strong, and how 
competitive, all the teams were in the 
playoffs. Everyone of them. There were 
no weak teams. Even schools like Casa 
Grande, with that Trejo kid, were really 
strong that year.” 

When the dust had cleared and the 
college recruiting process had concluded, 
the colleges grabbed the Panthers’ three 
best prospects: Cooper signed with 
Colorado, Mitchell with Arizona State, 
and linebacker Jeff Johnson went to 
Washington.

Another Knight to Remember 


Quarterback Steve Belles was all 
smiles. He wasn’t alone. It was another 
historic night for the St. Mary's football 
tradition, December 7, 1984. In the sec- 
ond half, the offense came alive and 
buried Tucson Sahuaro, 31-14 at Arizona 
Stadium in the Class AAA title game. 

The crowd of 12,500 fans, mostly 
from Tucson, watched the Pat Farrell- 
coached Knights win their first state 
crown since 1968. Ironically, Farrell was 
a member of the ‘68 squad, coached by 
Ed Doherty. 

The new champions finished 12-2, 
while Sahuaro, the No. 2 seed from the 
AAA South league, finished 9-5. St. 
Mary’s had lost their opener to top-rated 
Tempe McClintock, 14-9. But they beat 
the favored Chargers in a rematch in the 
semifinals, 24-7. 

Belles, the Knights all-state signal 
caller who later played at Notre Dame, 
didn’t have one of his better nights, com- 
pleting seven of 15 passes for 88 yards. 
But his teammates on defense picked up 
the slack. The intercepted a title game 
record five passes. One was returned for 
a score, Rohber Bradford intercepted 
three. 

However, St. Mary's, which won its 
sixth state championship since 1941, 
scored from everywhere on the field. 
Junior halfback Derryl Harris sprinted 57 
yards for a touchdown, junior Mike 
Cortright booted a 33-yard field goal, 
Bradford returned his pass interception 
40 yards, and sophomore Reggie McGill 
caught two short scoring strikes from 
Belles. 

During the season Belles, the Arizona 
Player of the Year, passed for a school 
record 2,233 yards.

Camelback Finally Got it Right 


Mark Whipple had the right touch this 
time. So did the rest of his Camelback 
teammates. Right down to the waterboy. 
Ask Buena High from Sierra Vista, or 
Phoenix St. Mary’s. Or any of the dozen 
victims on the Spartans’ 12-0-1 schedule 
in 1974. 

In 1973, a young Camelback squad, 
coached by young Jesse Parker, advanced 
all the way to the AAA finals, only to lose 
a 22-20 thriller to Tucson Palo Verde in 
the final minute of the game. 

Whipple, the Spartans’ junior signal 
caller, walked off the field dejected, along 
with the rest of his teammates. But they 
had a burning desire to come back. One 
year later they returned to Sun Devil 
Stadium, first as part of a double-header 
in the state semifinals. 

The two-game shootout drew 21,000 
fans, at the time a high school record for 
the state. In the opener, top-ranked 
Marcos de Niza, with state player of the 
year Jimmy Moore, faced St. Mary's. The 
feisty Knights, with junior halfback David 
Mitchell and junior receiver Speedy Hart, 
upset the Padres 28-14. 

In the second contest, Whipple's 
superb ballhandling and the running of 
Randy Palmer, Rick Hancock and Roger 
Overton had Buena leaning the wrong 
way on every play. The Spartans coasted 
to a 34-7 halftime lead, and later pre- 
vailed 34-21. 

The following week, on a wet playing 
surface at Sun Devil Stadium, 17,000 
braved the damp night and watched 
another classic 22-20 title game. Only 
this time Camelback was the victor. It was 
the same score they had lost to Palo 
Verde by the previous year. 

The two teams battled evenly, the only 
surprise being Camelback’s accuracy 
through the air. The Spartans’ ground 
game had made the pass unnecessary 
during most of the season. But against St. 
Mary's, Whipple and his receivers were 
right on target. An early touchdown pass 
and a two-point conversion loomed big. 

The Spartans took the lead when 
Whipple hit Mark DeGrow on a 17-yard 
scoring strike. But Wally Zink’s extra 
point kick missed. St. Mary's, coached by 
Pat Lavin, answered with quarterback 
Chris Skelly scoring on a one-yard run. 
Greg Gamez added the extra point and 
the Knights led 7-6. But the Spartans 
roared back, taking the lead on a short 
run by Jim Keller. Whipple’s two-point

With little time remaining, St. Mary's 
went the length of the field, and Mitchell 
scored on a sweep.

But the Knights attempted come- 
back fell short when they fumbled seconds 
later, and Camelback ran out the clock.

It was the Phoenix school’s first state 
title after three attempts. In 1964, 
Camelback dropped a heartbreaker to 
Mesa Westwood in the finals, 10-7. Three 
years later eventual state champ St. 
Mary’s ended their season in the semifi- 
nals - also in Sun Devil Stadium - 20-14. 
The ‘74 squad finished 12-0-1. They 
were tied earlier in the season 20-20 by 
Maryvale. 

For Parker, who was assisted by Bil 
Saunders, Ernie Hawkins, Gerry Clyne 
and Dale O'Dell, it concluded his sixth 
year at the school. Prior to that he was 
an assistant at Phoenix Union under 
Saunders. Two years later he left to take 
over duties at the new Mesa school, 
Mountain View. 

Parker graduated from East Central 
State College in Oklahoma in 1963, with 
a degree in American History. He 
became an assistant coach at Caperoc! 
High in Amarillo, Texas, before attending 
Kansas University. Then he moved to 
Phoenix.

ESTERDAY’S HEROES 


Westwood from Start to Finish 


Grinning from ear to ear, 54-year-old 
Edgar “Mutt” Ford looked like a kid in a 
candy store as he darted around the roar- 
ing Westwood dressing room. 

“How does it feel to win your eighth 
state championship?” asked a reporter 
from The Arizona Republic. 

“Every one is more of a thrill than the 
last,” answered Ford, the most legendary 
football coach in Mesa’s proud football 
system. “Our whole defense needs a pat 
on the back. It played like pros down on 
the goal line. And it had to. Camelback’s 
the best overall team we've played this 
year.” 

The happy locker room was in Tempe, 
at Arizona State University. Ford's 
Westwood High team, with its first senior 
class, had just beaten Phoenix Camelback 
10-7 in the state finals. The game was 
played before 18,000 fans in Sun Devil 
Stadium. It was the 13th straight win for 
the Warriors dating back to 1963. 
Undefeated Camelback had a 16-game 
win streak scissored. 

“Hey coach, how about that!” shouted 
Rudy Santa Cruz, whose first field goal of 
the season was the difference. 

“We didn’t play our best on offense, 
but they've got a tough defense, too,” 
added Westwood quarterback David 
Cummard. 

Ron Hendrix, Camelback’s All- 
American linebacker who later signed 
with Arizona State, drew praise from the 
state champs. “I think Hendrix and the 
rest of his teammates hit me twice as 
hard as anybody we've played,” sighed 
Ric Watson, one of Westwood’s ace 
backs. “They have a great ball team.” 

Frustration etched into the face of Don 
Baker, the Spartans’ young-looking coach 
who later became an popular assistant at 
Arizona State. He watched a penalty wipe 
out one touchdown, and a later drive stop 
inches from the goal line. 

“We should have beaten them, we 
should have beaten them,” he uttered. 
“But they were tough when they had to 
be. They had a good ball club down on 
the goal line. But we still should have 
beaten them.” 

The win climaxed a speedy rise to ath- 
letic prominence for the new Mesa school 
in only its second year of varsity play, and 
gave their coach another championship 
crown. Ford earlier won a state title at 
Glendale, and seven at Mesa High. 

With :38 left in the first period, Santa 
Cruz came in to kick his 23-yard field

goal. His three pointer was set up by one 
of four pass interceptions thrown by 
Camelback’s all-state quarterback Dave 
Grangaard. 

The Warriors advanced to the finals 
with an impressive 20-0 shutout of 
unbeaten Tucson Salpointe, played before 
12,000 fans at the University of Arizona. 
Two-way tackle Richard Griffin, also a 
prep All-American, and his Warrior team- 
mates held the Lancers’ bruising fullback 
Herbie Jones to 49 yards on 15 carries. 
Jones had been the state’s top scorer dur- 
ing regular season play. But during the 
game Westwood lost fullback Jim 
Boubelik to a broken leg. This stymied 
the Warrior's ground game in the finals. 

In September, Watson and running- 
mate Bill Bailey got the Warriors to a 
good start, beating a strong Scottsdale 
High team 14-0. It was the Beavers only 
loss of the year. Eight weeks into the sea- 
son Westwood was unbeaten and ready to 
face their coach’s old school, Mesa High. 
The 14-7 Warrior win was played before

a packed house at the old Jackrabbit 
Stadium, located in Mesa on Broadway 
Street. Boubelik broke loose for both 
touchdowns. 

One week later Westwood survived a 
20-13 thriller with Arcadia, the new 
Scottsdale school which had become a 
state power as quickly as Westwood. 
Bailey's 73-yard scoring dash gave the 
Warriors the edge. They closed out the 
regular season with a 21-0 win over 
Phoenix Maryvale. 

Although Ford would coach two more 
years at Westwood, his ‘64 squad was his 
last championship team. Dave Gates and 
Roger Hightower were his assistants. It 
was Ford's first undefeated team since 
1943, when he won a co-state champi- 
onship at Glendale. Ironically, he never 
coached an undefeated, untied team at 
Mesa. 

His final game was a classic. In 1966, 
the Warriors fell to Tucson High 14-7 in 
the state finals, also played at Sun Devil 
Stadium. He never coached in the Mesa 
Public School System again. 

With head coaching stints at Peoria, 
Coolidge, Glendale, Mesa and Westwood, 
and a short stint at Mesa Community 
College, Ford won 227 games, lost 64 
and tied 17. He was the 1960 National 
Coach of the Year, and between 1945 
and 1961, Ford-coached teams were 6-3- 
1 against Texas schools, and 10-0 against 
West Coast teams.

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50 years ago (1954)

In continuing its tradition of saluting 
outstanding teams of the past, the 
Arizona Interscholastic Association will 
honor one of the city’s most historic foot- 
ball teams in December. 

During the halftime of the upcoming 
2004 Class 5A football finals at Sun Devil 
Stadium, the 1954 Phoenix Union 
Coyotes will take another bow. And 
deservedly so. 

In 1954, major events took place on 
the Phoenix sports scene. The most 
important was the decision by the 
Phoenix Union High School District to 
integrate their school system. Carver 
High, the all-black school located less 
than one mile south of Phoenix Union, 
closed. The students were merged with 
the older, larger school at 7th Street and 
Van Buren. The Coyotes’ enrollment 
jumped to 3,973 students. One year later 
nearby Phoenix Tech closed and PU had 
5,819 students on his massive campus. 

Almost overnight, the school became a 
national power in almost every sport. And 
since more interstate competition existed 
in those days, the Coyotes proved it on 
the playing field. During the decade of the 
‘50s, Phoenix Union went 9-6-1 against 
out-of-state competition in football (mostly 
West Coast schools), produced nationally 
ranked basketball teams, plus numerous 
All-Americans in track & field. 

“Along with the merger came an 
incredible collection of talented athletes, 
like George Greathouse” says young head 
coach Sam Winningham. The task was 
undertaken by Winningham, whose open- 
ing game in 1954 was the first public dis- 
play of how the merger worked. A 41-7 
win over Yuma, sparked by a punt return 
by Greathouse, started a two-year title run 
in which the Coyotes won back-to-back 
state crowns. 

One week later Greathouse scored 
three times, Vic Sanchez and Sylvester 
Mabry once, and all-state guard Al Carr 
was a terror on the line. Before 8,000 
fans at historic Montgomery Stadium the 
Coyotes crushed next-door-neighbor St. 
Mary’s 37-13. Carr, who would later star 
at Arizona State, was a fearless competi- 
tor with great quickness. 

“It was a great lesson in life for all of 
us involved,” recalled Carr years later. 
“We battled each other to make the 
teams, joked together and became 
friends. And | felt the coaches’ decisions 
were always fair.” 

Greathouse scored the only touchdown

in the only blemish on Phoenix Union's 
schedule, a 7-7 tie with Redlands, 
California. But two weeks later, in 
Bakersfield, against one of California's 
proudest programs, Greathouse scored 
three touchdowns, Mo Watson dashed 80 
yards for a another, and Don Rhinehard 
tossed a touchdown pass to Sherman Gile 
as Phoenix drilled Bakersfield’s Drillers 
33-14. 

In the last meeting between the two 
schools, Phoenix Tech fell 33-0; Tucson 
was crushed 34-7, returning the historic 
Francis Siegel Trophy to the Coyotes; and 
Mesa fell 13-7 in a defensive battle, 
played before 11,000 fans in Phoenix. 
Phoenix Union's defense was superb in 
stopping Mesa’s all-state quarterback 
Ralph Hunsaker and tailback Warren 
Livingston, later stars at the University of 
Arizona. That same Mesa squad, coached

by Edgar “Mutt” Ford, finished the ‘54 
campaign with a stunning 40-13 win over 
Southern CIF champion Compton 
Centennial. 

After a 36-13 win over Phoenix West, 
followed by a 34-8 shellacking of Tucson 
Amphitheater, the stage was set for the 
annual Thanksgiving Day game between 
the Coyotes and city rival North. An 
afternoon crowd of 13,500 watched 
Greathouse score once and throw a 
touchdown pass to Ken Ramsey during a 
14-7 state championship-clinching win. 

Phoenix finished with a 9-0-1 record 
during this era prior to the AIA playoff 
format. Greathouse, only a junior, scored 
22 touchdowns and earned All-American 
recognition. Teammates Sanchez and 
Carr joined him on The Arizona 
Republic’s annual all-state squad. In 
Minneapolis, the National Sports News 
Service ranked the Coyotes No. 7 in its 
final U.S.A. prep poll. No. 1 was Vallejo, 
California, with All-American tailback 
Dick Bass. 

Between 1895, when the school 
opened, and 1981, when the doors 
closed, few high schools in the Southwest 
matched Phoenix Union’s success. With 
an enrollment peak of 6,320 students in 
1963, the Coyotes won over 100 state 
championships in team sports, including 
25 in football, a national record at the 
time.

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Wrenn, Miller Win Prestigious Trophies

Desert Vista tight end/linebacker Zach 
Miller, and Chandler Hamilton head 
coach John Wrenn, landed two of the 
state’s most prestigious football trophies 
after the 2003 football season. 

Miller, who was also selected as 
Arizona’s Gatorade Player of the Year, 
is the recipient of the Vic Housholder 
Trophy, presented to the Arizona Player 
of the Year by Phoenix Metro 
Football Magazine. The award, a four- 
foot-tall traveling trophy, is presented 
each year by the Scottsdale 
Quarterback Club at their annual 
Super All-State luncheon. The event, held 
Friday before Super Bowl XXXVIII, is co- 
sponsored by Phoenix Metro 
Football. Last fall Miller, the state’s most 
highly touted recruit, caught 46 passes for 
790 yards and six touchdowns. At line- 
backer he led the Thunder’s defense with 
97 tackles and eared the prestigious 
Larry Gordon Award, given to the 
state’s best each season at that position. 

The Vic Housholder Trophy is named 
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after the late Arizona Republic sports 
columnist, considered the “father” of the 
all-state teams. It was Housholder who 
organized on an annual basis the all-state 
selections for the Republic in the mid- 
1920s, and continued the tradition for 
years. The trophy resides at the winner's 
school for nine months. In 2002, the tro- 
phy belonged to Tolleson High and 
Marcus Thomas, the most prolific sin- 
gle-season rushing leader in Arizona histo- 
ry. Today, Thomas is a wide receiver at 
Texas El Paso, after a short-lived stint at 
the University of Arizona. 

Wrenn, an Illinois transplant who has 
built Hamilton High into a state power in 
six short years, took home the R.R. 
“Robby” Robinson Trophy, given 
annually to the state’s coach of the year. It 
is named after the legendary Phoenix 
Union mentor who won 14 state football 
championships and was the 1930 
National coach of the Year, selected by 
the National Sports News Service in 
Minneapolis. Wrenn, whose Huskies beat 
Mesa Mountain View 35-28 in the 5A 
finals in three overtimes, is just three wins 


shy of joining the profession's 200-win 
club. In Arizona and Illinois, Wrenn's 
coaching record reads 197-44-0, for a 
.817 winning percentage. 

The 2003 Super All-State Team 
included two quarterbacks, Scottsdale 
Chaparral’s Darren Mougey, a San 
Diego State signee, and Mountain View's 
Max Hall, an Arizona State pick. Both 
career’s mirrored one another, as both 
won state championships as juniors and 
rewrote their school’s record books for 
quarterbacks. 

With Mougey at the helm, the Firebirds 
compiled a 25-2 two-year record, while 
Hall was working on a 27 game winning 
streak when the Toros were derailed in 
the 5A finals. While leading Chaparral to 
the 4A semifinals last fall, Mougey passed 
for 2,218 yards and 32 touchdowns; 
4,347 and 55 for his career. Hall, the 
MVP of the 5A state finals as a junior, 
passed for 2,400 yards and 35 scores; 
4,755 yards and 61 scores during his 
career. 

The star-stunned backfield included two 
exceptional juniors: Peoria tailback

Keegan Herring, winner of the 
Whizzer White Award as the state's 
best back, and Paradise Valley fullback 
Matt Clapp. Herring, who ran sprint 
times of 10.75 and 21.40 last spring, 
rushed for 1,722 yards and scored 29 
touchdowns - even though he didn’t start 
in a single game. The third running back, 
Hamilton senior Tramell McGill, gained 
1,512 yards and scored 21 touchdowns 
for the 5A state champs. 

Besides Miller, the region produced 
another exceptional tight end, Moon 
Valley's Andrew Pettes. Like Miller an 
Arizona State signee, Pettes caught 39 
passes for 627 yards and eight scores. 
Chaparral wideout John Peel, who signed 
with Utah, caught 55 passes for 1,106 
yards and 19 touchdowns. His 20.1 years

per catch was one of 13 Arizona 
receivers who averaged over 20 yards per 
grab. 

Tucson Salpointe’s aerial circus, 
coached by Dennis Bene, produced two 
1,000-yard receivers for the first time in 
Arizona history. Rocco Bene, the 
coach's son, led the state with 68 catches 
for 1,376 yards and one dozen scores. 
Teammate Jack Darlington, a junior, 
caught 57 passes for 1,172 yards and 13 
scores, all from quarterback Tyler 
Graunke, the Tucson City Player of the 
Year. The Lancers, who produced the 
state’s premier lineman in Notre Dame 
signee John Kadous, met their 
Waterloo in the state quarterfinals, 47-14 
to state champ Hamilton. 

Do-everything Bubba Bradley, the 
state's 4A Player of the Year, guided 
Glendale Cactus into the finals with both 
his arm and leg. As a place kicker his 19 
field goals tied a state record held by Mike 
Cortright (Phoenix St. Mary's) and Cory 


Lizarraga (Blue Ridge). Sophomore place 
kicker Matt Boatman is on pace to break 
the state record for PATS in a career, 
thanks to the 83 he booted for high scor- 
ing Chaparral, which scored a 4A state 
record 664 points in 13 games. 

Defensively, Centennial safety Troy 
Osborne etched his name into the 
Coyotes’ record books with a state lead- 
ing 11 pass interceptions. With Osborne 
in the lineup, the Coyotes advanced to 
the 4A quarterfinals, where they dropped 
a heart-breaker in a rematch with Cactus, 
35-28. It was the same score when the 
two westside toughies met in early 
November, only the winner was different. 

Arizona State cleaned up on the 
defensive side of the ball, signing three 
players from Hamilton's state champi- 
onship squad. Safety Myrio Davis, who 
helped make the winning tackle on the 
last play of the state title game, linebacker 
Adam Vincent, and lineman David 
Smith are now Sun Devils.

Suggs, Heap Soar With Ravens

The numbers are down but the quality 
isn't. Last fall, on opening day, only 24 
former Arizona schoolboy products dotted 
active NFL rosters, the fewest number in 
several years. 

The same went for the league’s April 
draft, which saw only three former play- 
ers from the Grand Canyon State select- 
ed, another low. But most of those who 
played were the cream of the crop. 

After his first year in Baltimore, for- 
mer Chandler Hamilton and Arizona 
State star Terrell Suggs won the 
Associated Press Defensive Rookie of the 
Year Award. Ironically, the offensive 
award had an Arizona connection also, 
with Arizona Cardinal rookie wide receiv- 
er Anquan Boldin winning a similer 
award. 

Boldin, a product of Pahokee (FL) 
High School and Florida State, set an 
NFL rookie record with 101 catches, and 
had more receiving yards (1,377) than 
any rookie in 40 years. 

Suggs, the 1999 Arizona High School 
Player of the Year as a running back, had 


12 sacks after moving from his college 
position at defensive end to linebacker. 
He won the award in spite of the fact that 
he started only one game, and played 
mostly on passing downs. He edged out 
Dallas cornerback Terence Newman, the 
former Kansas State star, in the balloting. 

“T've gotten more confidence as a 
player, and my pass coverage has come 
together,: Suggs told The Tribune. “I'm 
playing well enough now that they're con- 
fident enough to throw me out there on 
first and second downs. It took a long 
time, but I'm getting it now.” 

“He’s a bright Kid,” said Ravens 
defensive coordinator Mike Nolan after 
Suggs almost broke the NFL single sea- 
son mark for sacks by a rookie. “Terrell’s 
still got a lot of growing up to do. But he 
learns quickly, has a tremendous passion 
for football and isn’t intimidated by the 
pro game.” 

He did tie an NFL record by recording 
at least one sack in each of his first four 
games, and his 12 sacks eclipsed the 
franchise mark of 11 set by Peter 
Boulwarae in 1997. 

“All of his sacks come off a lot of hard 


work, and half have created fumbles,” 
adds Nolan. “It’s impressive. If they were 
interceptions instead of fumbles, he'd be 
going to the Pro Bowl.” 

Ironically, Suggs wasn’t even a defen- 
sive star in high school. But he was a star 
on the offensive side. While leading 
young Hamilton High to the state playoffs 
in 1999, the 6-4, 235-pound tailback 
gained 2,274 yards on 297 carries and 
scored 26 TDs for a 10-2 quarterfinalist 
team. In an October contest he set a 
Class 5A single game mark with 367 
yards and five touchdowns during a 48- 
21 win over Yuma Kofa. 

Three years later, as a junior at 
Arizona State, Suggs became one of the 
most decorated football players in ASU 
history, winning the Lombardi Award, the 
Bronko Nagurski Award, the Ted 
Hendricks Award, the 2003 Morris 
Trophy, plus the Pac-10 Defensive Player 
of the Year Award. All while helping the 
Sun Devils reach the Holiday Bowl in San 
Diego, where they dropped a 34-26 
heart-breaker to Kansas State. 

But Suggs wasn’t the only Raven from 
Arizona who is drawing high praise from 
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2003 Pro Parade

Baltimore fans and NFL opponents. 
Todd Heap, the former Mesa Mountain 
View and A-State tight end, was named 
to the Pro Bowl in 2002, only his second 
year in the league. Athletically, he has 
been compared to New York giants tight 
end Jeremy Shockey. 

A first-round draft pick of the Ravens 
in 2001, the 6-5, 250-pound Heap 
brought smiles to Baltimore faithful with 
his solid blocking, speed, and agility 
uncommon to pro tight ends. In his sec- 
ond season in the league he caught 68 
passes for 836 years and six touchdowns, 
earning a Pro Bowl berth. He was the 
NFL’s only tight end to lead his team in 
receptions. 


LONGEVITY 

If it seems like quarterback Rodney 
Peete (Tucson Sahuaro), defensive back 
Darren Woodson (Phoenix Maryvale), 
punter Jeff Feagles (Phoenix Gerard), 
and kick returner Michael Bates 
(Tucson Amphi) have been in the league 
forever, it’s because they have. 

Peete, the 1982 Arizona Player of the 
Year as a junior, attended USC, and has 
since started in games for Detroit, Dallas, 
Philadelphia, Oakland and most recent 
Carolina. He first called signals for the 
Lions in 1989, and 15 seasons later is 
still in the league. Feagles, whose high 
school in east Phoenix closed in 1987, 
has played 15 seasons with New England, 
Philadelphia, Arizona, Seattle, and last 
year signed a five-year, $4.3 million con- 
tract with the New York Giants. He 
kicked in college at the University of 
Miami. Woodson, an all-state linebacker 
at Maryvale in 1986, has been a rock- 
solid performer for Dallas since 1992, 
and one of Arizona State's all-time greats. 

Bates, a teammate of Woodson’s last 
year, was a five-time Pro Bowl kick 
returner and special teams player with the 
Carolina Panthers between 1996-00. He 
and his brother Mario Bates are mem-

families in Arizona history. He spent 
training camp two years ago with 
Carolina, but was cut when the team 
chose to keep a younger Rod Smith.

The former Mesa Westwood 
star originally signed with Arizona State 
during the Bruce Snyder era, but failed 
the qualify academically.

California, Moore landed in Pullman, and 
had two great seasons. He really hit it big 
in 2002, with a 100-yard kickoff return in 
the Rose Bowl against Oklahoma. Last 
year several spectacular catches and 
returns on national TV games against 
Notre Dame and Colorado had Westwood 
fans jumping. 

But Moore’s performance was no sur- 
prise to his long-time followers. In 1999, 
he was a member of the Super All-State 
Football Team, and winner of the Hank 
Stanton Award, given annually to be 
state’s best high school receiver. Not 
counting relays, he won five gold medals 
at the state track meets. His best per- 
formance at 100 meters (10.56), 200 
meters (21.33) and the long jump (24-10) 
were three of the best performances in 
Arizona history, and three of the top 
marks in the USA his senior year.

Glendale College is the JC Plum

The Gauchos did it again. 

Glendale Community College, 
the Arizona college with the best football 
record (at any level) since the late 1980s, 
beat Hutchinson (Ks.) 41-17 in the Valley 
of the Sun Bowl in December. 

The beat goes on. 

Coached by Joe Kersting, Glendale 
has an 8-5 record in Valley of the Sun 
Bowl games, which usually pits the 
Arizona Community College Athletic 
Conference school with the best record 
against the highest-ranked out-of-state 
team available. In the Arizona JC football 
ranks, GCC is the plum. “I'm really proud 
of the consistency of our program,” 
Kersting told The Arizona Republic 
prior to his team’s clash with Hutchinson. 

Last year’s bowl game was overshad- 
owed by the state high school finals, 
played on the same day in Tempe. “I feel 
like we are the Rodney Dangerfield of 
college football in the state,” added 
Kersting, who is 88-38-2 at the westside 
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school. “Our players are big and athletic, 
and coaching is good in our junior col- 
leges. You better be ready to play every 
Saturday.” 

If the record speaks for itself, Kersting 
is the key. He started his stint at GCC as 
an assistant to Chuck Zontanos in 1981, 
and became the Gauchos’ head coach in 
1987. He remained at that position for 
10 years, before leaving to be an assistant 
to Steve Axman at Northern Arizona 
University. He returned as a GCC teacher 
in 2000, then spent one year as an assis- 
tant to Mike Grossner. 

After beating Garden City (Ks.) 13-7 in 
the 2000 Valley of the Sun Bowl to win 
the school’s second NJCAA champi- 
onship, Grossner took a job at Western 
State University in Colorado. Kersting, 
the Gauchos’ offensive coordinator, took 
over. “Dave Grant, the athletic director, 
asked me to take over the program again, 
and I said yes,” recalls the head coach, 
whose teams are undefeated in Arizona 
Conference play three of the past four 
years. “I have been the head coach ever 


since. It’s been a great ride. It’s a great 
school.” 

Last year’s squad finished 9-2 and was 
ranked No. 8 in the final national JC poll. 
They were No. 2 in total offense at 478 
yards per contest. Since 1988, Glendale 
has a 113-46-2 mark on the gridiron. 

Entering the 2004 campaign, defense 
looks like the Gauchos’ strong point. Plus 
recruiting, especially on the Valley’s fast 
growing westside, which is stocked with 
quality programs. Programs with players 
often overlooked by major colleges - until 
they play for Glendale. 

Key defensive players - all sophomores 
- look to be Tolleson lineman Levi 
Brooks (6-4, 265), Paradise Valley cor- 
nerback Victor McKinde (6-2, 188), 
Westview defensive end Ronnie Tate (6-3, 
260), North Canyon linebacker Jason 
Horn (6-1, 250), Peoria nose guard 
Robert Baker (6-4, 285), and Phoenix St. 
Mary's punter Brian Pacheco (5-10, 195), 
who doubles at safety. It was Brooks who 
returned a 56-yard interception for a 
touchdown against Hutchinson. Two out-

of-state cornerbacks, Chris Page and 
Stacey McIntosh, are real burners. 

Whoever fits in at quarterback this 
year will be surrounded by several strong 
performers, including Phoenix Greenway 
running back Brandon Halverson (5-7, 
175), Westview wide receiver Eddie 
Brown (5-10, 190), and Ironwood tight 
end Corey Jenkins (6-4, 240), a highly- 
touted major college prospect. Tailback 
Johnny Lopez gives the running game 
depth. 

“Last year we were close to playing for 
the national championship,” adds 
Kersting. “This team looks good also. 
They work hard and should be real stout 
defensively.” 

But in the Arizona JC football circles, 
Glendale doesn’t hold a lock on all the 
tradition. Over at Mesa Community 


College, Dan Dunn returned last year to 
try and pick the Thunderbirds from up off 
the deck. The once-mighty program had 
taken a turn for the worse, and Dunn, 
who was the school’s head coach earlier 
in his career, returned to the scene. 

“Td like to see this program get back 
to where it was when | once was 
involved,” said Dunn last year. “Mesa, in 
my opinion, should always be one of the 
premier programs around. With the tal- 
ent-base in Mesa we should be in the 
hunt each year.” 

The once-proud program has had 
three losing seasons in the past four 
years, and played in only one Valley of 
the Sun Bowl in the past 11. They have 
won only one ACC championship during 
that span. 

On paper, the T’birds (3-7) look 
stronger on both sides of the ball, espe- 
cially the running game, which starts with 
tailback Austin Collin (6-0, 185), a sopho- 
more from Hobbs, New Mexico. Collin 
and Jeremiah White (6-1, 205) from 
Mesa Skyline give Mesa a one-two punch 
in the running game. Quarterback Ryan 
Rusler (5-10, 180), a part-time starter 
from Colorado, has battled the injury bug 
since he arrived. If he’s healthy he’s the 
starter. Brad Smith (6-3, 265) is solid on 
the offensive line. Mesa High alum Jeff 
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McKane (6-3, 185) and Mountain View's 
Greg Nielson (5-9, 165) are capable 
receivers. 

Defensively, Justin Douglas (6-3, 265) 
out of Mountain View, and Minnesota 
transplant Nate Meyers (6-1, 260) are the 
key figures. But the addition of several 
newcomers will help, including highly- 
touted lineman Aaron Fernandez (6-2, 
260), a two-time Arizona Super All- 
State selection from Mesa Red 
Mountain, and former Mountain View 
cornerback Robert Daulk (6-0, 195), a 
transfer from the University of Wisconsin. 

On the offensive side of the ball, tight 
end Greg Spilsbury (6-4, 225) out of 
Mountain View, plus two-way lineman 
Buck Leavitt (6-5, 280) from Red 
Mountain, have returned from church 
missions. Shawn Hinton, a running back 
out of Thatcher, also joins the mix. 

A Pennsylvania native, Dunn landed in 
Tempe in 1964 on a football scholarship 
at Arizona State, and played under Frank 
Kush. Besides Mesa CC, he has coached 
in the high school ranks in Chinle, 
Gilbert, Payson, and Red Mountain as an 
assistant. Three of his teams at Gilbert 
won state championships. In 2000 and 
2001 he was an assistant to Jim Jones at 
Red Mountain for both the school’s 5A 
state championship seasons.
